This action was filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act 
agelnet the X aster device. Ho chargee were node against any individ¬ 
ual. Selsare of the device# area trade in the possession of the Academy 
of Scientology sod the Hubbard Guidance Center. The "Academy" trains 
"auditorswho treat "prs-clears" (patients), the Gu i dan ce Center 
receives money for the service of auditors in improving people's health. 

Bafore asking this selxure, a very careful investigation wee nsde by 
our organisation. The investigation developed that the S outer is 
nothing more then s slopla galvanometer for conveying and □ensuring 
ml cute amounts of current from e small dry cell battery which Is passed 
through the body when the tin can electrodes of the circuit are held 
in ths bands. In a previous case involving a device of comparable coa¬ 
st ruction, we had been able to establish that this typs of machine has 
no value whatsoever In diagnosing or treating any dlsaasa of dob. none¬ 
theless, ths voluminous literature distributed by the Academy and the 
Guidance Center contains many representations that this device will 
treat and diagnose» detect and eliminate, all mental sad nervous dis¬ 
orders and such serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, 
radiation barns, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified as psy¬ 
chosomatic ailments la ths literature. 

The Investigation further developed the feet that a belief iu ths 
railglen of Scientology wee not a necessary part of either diagnosis, 
treatment or cure. People were being treated by this worthless machine 
on e straight fee basis, without any requirement that they have any 
interest in ths Founding Church. Ind ee d , during an inspection on 
October 17, 1962, the top members of this organisation advised our 
Inspectors that the benefits of the g meters could be achieved by 
any Individual without any interest or belief in tin church. 

We have e statement froa a parson who was cold at the Academy that 
the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes. We have a written 
explanation by L. Ken Hubbard to the effect that the religion idee 
would enable practitioners to gat into hospitals, prisons and other 
places where they otherwise would not be permitted. And we have s 
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pronotlonal aUtonat chat uw of a religious title will increase the 
practitioner's earnlags aaong polio victims. Wo have a lector signed 
bp a responsible parson in tha organisation claiming the devices to bo 
diagnostic nachinee. 

WO aro c on fid a nt that wa hove tbs facta to establish that tha B so tar a 
are diagnostic and therapeutic divicaa and not raligiocca syobole or 
tools. 

Bafora undertaking this ceee, w subedtted all of tha facts to onr 
General Counsel'■ office and chap vers disensaad in considerable detail 
at tha Dapartanat of Jos tics. Of coarse, tha poaaihilltp that the 
religions defense would be aada was recognised, but onr attorneys con* 
eluded after reviewing the feats we had collected that this serious 
health mams could be dealt with without any involvement in religious 
questions.

My Dear Senator 1 

X Mould like to call to your attention what has been reported to me 
as an infringement of religious rights. 

According to nail I have received, The Pounding Church of Sclentol- 
ogy of Washington, D. C.J was entered by a group of representatives 
and papers, books, and religious instruments removed. 

Further; this is but the first move in a calculated line of motion 
dedicated to suppressing quasi-religious groups, and that this is in 
a sense a test case; and that success in suppression here will mean 
ft widespread movo on any religious group which is not in heavy agree¬ 
ment with accepted norms, i.e., the Judeo-Christian heratige. I hope 
you will agree with me that this is a dangerous inclination, since 
a man's religion is such an intimate matter, and many years may go by 
before a new form can find an adequate and pure expression. 

My own limited experience with this group has been helpful to some 
degree (I believe it is a kind of offshoot of Christian Science), and 
its basic technology is simply to find an area of difficulty, and to 
impose a repeated question or command until the answer is clear, im¬ 
mediate, and certain. This method gives a stability to someone who is 
trying to help another person weave and work his way through a muddle, 

I hope you will look into this matter, and if you deem it appropriate, 
then use your position of honour to help protect future religious free¬ 
dom.

I am writing to call, your attention to a strange, persecutory 
campaign being waged by the Food and Drag Administration against the 
organization known as Scientology, headed by L« R.Hubbard. Recently 
leading national publications and newspapers carried articles 
written by the F.D.A,, containing vicious and outright lies about 
this group, apparently in order to eradicate them from existence. 

How it develops that this movement against Scientology is a test 
case in a greater movement against what the Department of Health, 
Education and ‘Welfare calls, ''quasi-religious groups". Is this not 
dangerous ground for our government to be moving upon? Who is to 
determine the qualifications for religion?

The DC raid shows on inspection, a deterioration of govern¬ 
ment honesty and therefore government sanity. 

The H. E, W. did not tell the judge who issued the warrant 
that it was a Church they wanted to raid. They named the HGC, 
Academy and Distribution Center - all of which are owned by 
the Founding Church in Washington and are church departments 
conducted in quarters leased by the church. Yet the govern¬ 
ment knew it was a church, for in New York, an FDA spokes¬ 
man lecturing the Humanists a month before the attack called it 
a church and nothing else. This makes the warrant false. 

The FDA said they seized "pamphlets" and "leaflets" whereas 
they also seized books. 

Before the raid they called in the press and planted a story 
so as to cover their real actions. This story was out on the 
streets hours before the raid , giving us no chance to give our 
side of it. 

They referred to the Founding Church as "a quasi-religious 
cult". As Scientology 8-8008 makes plain, we study and pro¬ 
cess the human spirit to free it from the effects of the physical 
universe. We call the spirit a "Thetan" after the Greek sym¬ 
bol of thought and spirit - theta. If studying and treating the 
spirit isn't religion then billions and billions of savants and wor¬ 
shippers have been wrong for 2, 500 years. If there's anything 
"quasi" about the religious aspect of studying and treating the 
human spirit, then FDA religion must be defined as "The wor¬ 
ship of the son of Wotan, Adolph Hitler".

Number (3) is well formed up and is in actual progress, 

In suddenly engaging our forces the U.S. government has 
entered us upon Number (4). 

Oddly, we couldn't have been better poised to receive the 
government's attack. Our only danger is not using the great 
advantage it gives us, especially in not attaining and holding the 
offense. We may lapse into defense. That would be fatal. 

Singularly in our favor is the dishonest aspect of the govern¬ 
ment's "case". 

It makes it an easy one to win, if we are militantly offensive 
about winning it. We should plot and execute a resounding de¬ 
feat* not just prove our point. 

After taking care of the government charges, we should 
launch an attack from that spring board upon all U.S. govern¬ 
ment "thinking" about "the mind” and hammer our way rapidly 
into a dominant position and use that position to audit out the 
danger in the two GPM Items that most menace the Earth. 

Russia can be reached. They're going mad trying to make 
Communism work. We have just had an oblique bid from a 
Russian diplomat and remember, they made more than a bid 
in 1938. 

U.S. or Russia, these are both run by cynical men. But 
t hey're sick m e n, . 

So we have some hopes on Number (4). 

The weakness and dishonesty of the U.S. attack, the recent 
bid by Russia, gives us reasons to hope. It shows they are 
afraid of us, afraid to confront what they are doing. The can't 
outflow straight. Therefore they are willing to inflow. 

There are three major factors in World Peace. The U.S. 
Russia. And our technology. Factually there aren't any other 
vital factors except our continuing to hold our own neutral ground 
from where we can handle the situation. We are not becoming 
wild to say we're a third in this, as nowhere on Earth is there 
any solution or technology for a solution except in our hands.

Imagine sort of "coming to" sometime and finding yourself in 
a battlefield right in the crossfire between the two sides. Sort of 
a heck of a place to be. isn't it? Has some jeopardy. You bet it 
has. 

Well, now imagine coming to and finding yourself in the cross 
fire of hundreds of battles going on. That spells JEOPARDY ! ! 

Well, that's where you're sitting - only you haven't "come to" yet. 
The sides are old games, fights, battles, animosities, etc. in 
your past and the identities (valences) you used to battle it out - 
yes, both sides - your side and the enemies side. But these bat¬ 
tles are still going on in you and you no longer know who your 
sides are and who the enemies are so you get sort of knocked a- 
round from pillar to post by the old valences and life is a mystery 
and you're the effect of it all.

"The Food and Drug Administration has misinterpreted things b;

If it is not forthcoming then, I will have the strongest reasons 
to question your integrity.

Early in January, the Food and Drug Administration of 
the U. S. Apartment of Health , Education and Welfare ordered the 
seizure of publications and specialized equipment of The founding Church 
of Scientology (1812 19th St., H.W., Washington 9). 

I &a much concerned bj this seizure, Infringing as it 
seems to me to do, on our national freedom of religion and of the press. 

I am unable to understand any valid reason for such confiscation; as I 
have been studying the literature on Scientology far the Last damn years 
and have found nothing vhlcn would indicate something objectionable to 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare. The equipment seized 
consisted of meters for measuring whole-body resistance -- seized, as I 
understand it, as "fraudulently labelled healing devices.” I hare seen 
such meters; and not only are they not ’labelled' but they are no more 
represented as 'healing devices' than clinical thermometers or weighing 
scales, X-ray film or electrocardiographs. 

In my concern and bafflement at this action, I phoned 
Wayne Merrick (a colleague of my husband's at Allegheny College) far 
advice; and be suggested that I (as a Crawford County constituent of 
yours) write you to bring the natter to your attention as what, I believe 
to be an infringement of our constitutional rights of freedom of 
religion and press, and to ask for such Information as you can send 
me about this case.

Said devices 
were being offered for import into this country. 

3. Each Notice states that an article of device 
labeled as an S-Hecer is being detained because it la 
believed to be in violation of the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Coaaetlc Act. 

4. Each Notice provides that the consignee can 
appear personally or writs to the local office of the 
United States Food and Drug Administration regarding his 
views as to whether the produce complies with the law. 

3. On August 6, 1968, pursuant to such a Notice, 
a hearing was held before the Food and Drug Administration 
In Los An galea, California, aa a convenience to plaintiff, 
on Hot leas of Detention Issued by the San Francisco District). 
Plaintiff was represented at that hearing by counsel. 
Plaintiff presented the testimony of a witness. 

6. Following receipt of testimony at the hearing, 
the Food and Drug Administration concluded that the E-Mater

7. The ererelse of religious freedom does not

S. Defendants' action In refusing admission of the 
£»fteeera into this country was not arbitrary or capricious. 

9. Plaintiff asserts it is a bona fide religious 
organisation. Assuming this to be true, the freedom of 
religion guaranteed by the First Amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution of the United Status does not afford plaintiff the 
right to i^ort devices that are misbranded within the 
omening of the Federal Food, Drug, end Cosmetic Act, an Act

NEW YORK - "Armed agents of. the Food and Drug Administration 
raided St. Patrick's Cathedral in New York City early this week and con¬ 
fiscated bibles, holy water, consecrated wine and sacramental wafers.

The practice of security checking from security check lists 
like the “Joburg” has been abolished. 

There are several reasons for this: 

(1) We have no interest in the secrets and crimes of people and 
no use for them. 

(2) Security checking is often done without regard to the point 
where the person feels better and so became overrun. 

(3) Security checking is often done in disregard of the state of 
a person’s case. 

(4) Low level cases do not react on actual crimes and so the 
“security” furnished is often a false security. 





(5) There is public criticism of security checking as a practice. 

(6) The existence of lists of crimes in folders often makes it neces¬ 
sary to destroy the folders which may contain other technical 
data which is constructive and valuable. 

(7) If a person IS a criminal or has overt acts which affect his 
case, and speaks of them to an auditor of his own volition, 
the auditor is bound by the Auditor’s Code not to publish, 
use or reveal them. 

Nothing in this policy letter alters standard grade processing 
or rudiments.

9. May not come to the Sea Org to solve marital difficulties or get away from 
spouse. 

10. Has no Present Time involvement with other practices.

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Dianetics, our earliest beginning, was a mechanistic science - very 
mechanistic, but very precise. Without it we could not have proceeded, 
but we had Dianetics and we did proceed. All Dianetics was, was a very 
exact analytical approach to problems of the mind. 

But when we moved out of this mechanistic approach, back in 1952, it 
was necessary to distinguish the fact. We were no longer considering Man 
a robot. We were no longer considering Man something which you wound 
up and set upon the track of life and he ran for a number of years and ran 
down. We graduated from that. 

We recognized that Man was basically a machine only as far as his 
body went and that Man was otherwise a spiritual entity which had no finite 
survival. It had, this entity, an infinite survival. 

A spirit cannot help but survive whether in heaven or in hell or on 
earth. 

That is the saddest thing to most people. It is so sad that they very 
well like to forget. They say, "I am going to live a number of years and 
then I am going to die. And that will be the end of me and you should all 
feet sorry for me and send flowers." 

That is an interesting game but it is not true. If a person thinks of 
this at all in the Western hemisphere, he ordinarily thinks of it in this 
wise: "I am going to live a number of years and then I will go to my re¬ 
ward. And I hope it won't be what I deserve.” 

Now this is another game. This is not to frown in any way upon the 
principles and beliefs of other religions. But it is nevertheless too 
accurately demonstrable that an individual is not finished with the game 
once his body dies. 

Scientology encompasses a broader scope than any Eastern or Western 
religion ever has, but it should be realized that a great deal of what we now 
■know with great exactness nnd added understanding was already known and 
lost thousands of years ago. So we are not dealing with something new 
when we deal with Scientology’. Whnt wc are doing with this data is new. 

The way this material is organized is new. The technologies with which 
we can bring about a new state in man arc new. The basic idea, the basic 
hope of Man as it appears today in Scientology is thousands of years old.

Scientology is in itself civilization on a small scale. It contains two 
moral codes one is the moral code of practice which is the Auditor's Code, 
the other is the Code of a Scientologist. It also contains an ethical code, 
and that is Code of Honour. 

The difference between ethics and morals is very clearly known in 
Scientology, if they are not in a modern dictionary. This mergence of 
morals and ethics has occurred in recent times, and is symptomatic of a 
general decline. An ethic is practised on an entirely self-determined basis. 
An ethical code is not enforceable, is not to be enforced, but is a luxury of 
conduct. A person conducts himself according to an ethical code because he 
wants to or because he feels he is proud enough or decent enough, or . 
civilized enough so to conduct himself. An ethical code, of course, is a code 
of certain restrictions indulged in to better the manner of conduct of life. O' 
one Scientologist started to punish or berate some other Scientologist and 
called for an enforcement on the grounds that the Code of Honour had been 
disregarded, the punitive act itself would involve and violate the Code of 
Honour. The Code of Honour is.a Code of Honour as long as it is not en¬ 
forced. If a person is big enough, or strong enough, or sane enough, then 
he can indulge himself in the luxury of holding upon himself freely, and of his 
own decision, the Code of Honour. When such an ethical code begins to be 
enforced, it becomes then a moral, code. 

A moral code is enforceable. Mores are those things which make a 
society possible. They are the heavily agreed upon, policed codes of conduct 
of the society. If an auditor were flagrantly and continually to violate the 
Auditor's Code or the Code of a Scientologist, then other auditors would 
have a perfect right to demand redress. However, no such action is possible 
with the Code of Honour. A person could continually and flagrantly flaunt the 
Code of Honour and experience no more than perhaps the slight contempt or 
pity of his fellows. 

The Code of Honour clearly states conditions of acceptable comrade-, 
ship amongst those fighting on one side against something which they 
conceive should lie remedied. Amongst those friends and comrades in 
arms, one’s acceptability and measure is established fairly well by his 
adherence to such a thing as the Code of Honour. Anyone practising the 
Code of Honour would maintain a good opinion of his fellows, a much more 
important thing than having one's fellows maintain a good opinion of one.

Today Scientology has reached a very special plateau of knowledge. 
This Is the knowledge of how to help groups. 

Mankind's greatest problem is how to live happily with his fellow- 
man. The social ills of man are composed of problems arising from his 
home life and business and repercussions from the national and racial 
scene. How much responsibility does a man have over his own life and 
those of his fellow man and woman? All of these things add up to the 
question: Do individuals in a group work for self preservation or are 
they striving for survival of their group? 

The group is composed of individuals. A group coheres by reason 
of agreed upon customs, mores and standards which arc pro-survival. 

A group degenerates because anti-survival doctrines have been adopted 
by some part or parts of the group. 

A very clear example of this is that of the South Pacific race who 
adopted abortion and then infanticide which later became an obsession. 

The race decreased as one would imagine and is now almost extinct. It 
has not survived because its policy was anti-survival, although it may have 
been a good idea when it was brought in during a time of famine. 

Society has no inkling on how to retrieve a deteriorating state. The 
only thing understood is that nothing can be done about it, and that the way 
to handle a degenerating state of violence and unlawful disorder- is to use 
more violence, more restraint, more law and more handcuffs. 

The idea that nothing can be done about it is a barrier of magnitude. 
But now Scientology has got the communication through: "SOMETHING 
CAN BE DONE ABOUT IT". We have taken the responsibility of dealing 
with words and not swords. We have hammered home tiie message, 
"Something can be done about it" and we have broken through the barriers 
of apathy and ignorance. We know we can do something about conditions 
of maladjustment, poor behaviour, poor control and human relations. 

A Scientologist can do more in getting a person into communication 
by getting home the fact something can be done about it than by anything 
etse.

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The basic purpose of this hook is to inform members and auditors of 
the Hubbard Association of Scientologists, International about the funda¬ 
mentals of Scientology and its organization. 

It is expected that a member of the HASI will know the contents of 
this book, and the substance of this book should become the source ma¬ 
terial of a basic course in Scientology. 

The hope of this book is to bring order into any confusion concerning 
Scientology, its purposes, its organizations, and the various grades of au¬ 
ditors. The emphasis of this book is upon purposes of organization. It 
is quite one thing to have an orderly science ot life, and quite another thing 
to have an orderly organization to keep that science of life in such a form 
as to be utilized by lile. 

Whereas it is all very well to envision the ideai--that everyone in po- 
session of the materials of Scientology would utilize them with good heart 
and in an orderly manner to the improvement and betterment of mankind, 
it is quite another to have had years of experience with this science in ac¬ 
tion. It has been discovered that unless an auditor or a person interested 
in Scientology is part of a group which expresses this ideal, that the indi¬ 
vidual will be lost in the turbulent mass of the society and will thus become 
ineffective. 

Scientologists everywhere, when an organization of force and purpose 
was, to a large extent, lacking, were victimized and brought into disre¬ 
pute by persons who could express vast opinions about Scientology, yet 
who knew nothing about Scientology; by vested interests in the society 
which were bent upon the suppression of anything which might be seen to 
have the potential of supplanting their peculiarity. And, in particular, the 
auditor was victimized in his practice by the existence of persons who, un¬ 
trained in Scientology and uninformed, yet practiced upon others with it, 
producing few, poor, or harmful effects. 

However, once this organization existed and began to function, another 
thing came into '/few: the failure of the auditor and member to understand 
the purposes and actual operation of the organization of the Hubbard Asso¬ 
ciation of Scientologists, International, ana a failure to understand how 
Scientology should be communicated. The fact that one was an auditor of 
the HASI or a member of that organization did not immediately preclude 
an understanding of the formation of the organization, its purposes or ac¬ 
tivities. 

This publication. The Scientologist: A Manual, is designed for use by 
members and auditors to inform them of the formation and tunction of the 
HASI, and the dissemination of Scientology itself--these two subjects being 
more or less synonymous. 

This book is the product of experience and agreement. The HASI is 
organized as it is because those auditors working with it have agreed that 
it should work this way, and the various provisions and divisions of the 
HASI exist by reason of the first years of experience of the HASI or other 
disrelared organizations which existed before it. 

We know that Scientology cannot progress ir. the society unless it is 
done by a group effort. V fa know that it can best progress as individuals 
banded into groups, and these groups banded together into a larger group. 

In other words, the HASI is built like a life-organism is built. If every¬ 
one knows his subject and does his job we will nave here a smoothly run¬ 
ning and progressive organization which can by its existence and activi¬ 
ties bring a better civilization to man. 

Although thus ia the avowed purpose of many organizations, those in 
Scientology have come to discover over and over that Scientology contains 
answers which man has lacked in his progress until now. Parts of these 
answers have been represented in many piaces under many names, but 
the organized whole has not been in his poscssion. As this is, at this time 
in his posession, an organization to carry it forward is vitally necessary, 
aaa the subject itself and its gains would perish or be altered to such a de¬ 
gree as to be unrecognizable in the absence of a Btrong, firm organization. 




When a member or auditor supports the HASI, he is supporting him¬ 
self. If the HASI fails, he will fail. There are two things which could oc¬ 
cur in the life of any individual. By Scientology he coulu be processed in¬ 
to the state of a complete static, and in that state he might find life, as re¬ 
presented by that state, pleasant. The other existence would be that of a 
well-balanced individual operating with the forms and spaces of life itself, 
still in communication with existence, still carrying forward to make that 
existence better. As, so far, those who have attained the state of complete 
static have again returned by their own choice to the business of life itself, 
we can assume that even the processes of Scientology in making a totally 
cleared individual are not enough. Life, its spaces and forms, must be ad¬ 
ded to existence in. order to make it interesting. Thus, Scientology and 
life itself as represented by the forms and spaces make a workable combi¬ 
nation. The forms and spaces by themselves are too complex and confused 
•it this stage and in this civilization, to make a usable panorama with the 
absence oi Scientology. Scientology AND life, which is to say life broadly 
understood and changeable at will, can create an existence close to an ideal. 
Scientology and its organization, the HASI and.its affiliated organizations, 
represent a living of life with an understanding of its goals and purposes 
and the ability to change it. 


DESCRIPTION OF SCIENTOLOGY 


Scientology is the science of knowing how to know answers. It is an 
organized system of Axioms and processes which resoive the problems of 
existence. 

A Scientologist is a specialist in spiritual and human affairs. 

Scientology is organized from the viewpoint of the spirit and contains a 
precise and usable definition of the spirit, and charts and studies and is 
capable of changing the behaviour of the spirit. 

This science is formed in the tradition of ten thousand years of reli¬ 
gious philosophy and considers itself a culmination of the searches which 
began with the Veda, the T'ao, Buddhism, Christianity, and other religions. 
Scientology is a gnostic faith in that it knows it knows. Thi6 is its distin¬ 
guishing characteristic from most of its predecessors. Scientology can 
demonstrate that it can attain the goals set for man by Christ, which are: 
Wisdom, Good Health, and Immortality. 

By spiritual means, but means which are as precise as mathematics, 
a host oi bad conditions of life may be remedied in Scientology. Illness and' 
malfunction can be divided into two general classes. First, those resulting 
from the operation of the spirit directly upon the communication networks 
of life or tne body, and those occasioned by the disruption of structure 
through purely physical causes. Unhappiness, inability to heal, and psy¬ 
cho-somatic illness (which include some seventy percent of the illnesses of 
man), are best healed by immediate address of the human spirit. Illness 
caused by recognizable bacteria and injury in accident are best treated by 
physical means, and these fall'distinctly into the field of medicine, and are 
not the province of Scientology except that accidents and illness and bacteri¬ 
al infection are ore-determined in almost all cases by spiritual mai-function 
and unrest. Ar.c, conditions in accidents are definitely prolonged by any 
spiritual mai-function. Thus we have the field of medicine addressing the 
immediate injury, such surgical matters as birth and acute infection, and 
such things as contusions and abrasions resulting from accidents, as well 
as the administration of drugs and antibiotics to prevent the demise of the 
patient in a crisis. This is the role of medicine. 

Where predisposition to disease or injury exists, or where disease or 
injury is being prolonged, or where unhappiness and worry causes mental 
or physical upset, or where we desire to better and improve communications 
or social relationships, we are dealing, if we are efficient, in the realm of 





Scientology. For such things are best healed, or best prevented, or best 
remedied by immediate and direct recourse to the spirit and its action and 
determinism of the course of the body. 

The only truly therapeutic agent in this universe is the spirit. In Sci¬ 
entology this has.been demonstrated with more thoroughness and exists with 
more certainty than the physical sciences or mathematics. A Scientologist 
CAN make an individual well, happy, and grant him personal immortality, 
simply by addressing the human spirit. 

For more than ten thousand years man has been accumulatin''' material 
toward this goal, but it required a wide understanding of the philosophies 
and processes of Asia and a thorough indoctrination in the Western physical 
sciences and mathematics to bring about the precision existing in Scien¬ 
tology when practiced properly by a trained Scientologist. It could be said, 
with Scientology, that we have entered The Second Age of Miracles. 

It is a discovery of Scientology, a discovery susceptible to the most 
arduous scientific proofs, that people are not bodies, but that people are 
iiving units operating bodies. The living unit we call, in Scientology, a 
thetan, that being taken from the Greek letter theta, the mathematical sym¬ 
bol used in Scientology to indicate the Source of Life and Life itself. The 
individual, the person, the actual identity, is this, living unit. It is modi¬ 
fied by the addition of a body, and by the addition of a body it is brought in¬ 
to a certain unknowingness about its own condition. The mission of Sci¬ 
entology is to raise the knowingness of this spirit to such a degree that it 
again knows what it is and what it is doing, and in this state the thetan can 
apply directly to his own body, or to his environment, or to the bodies of 
others, the healing skill of which he is capable. It is the thetan which 
builds and constructs, it is the thetan which.forms actual forms and orga¬ 
nisms . 

Amongst the capabilities and potentials of the thetan is immortality in 
full knowingness of his own identity. The amount of time which he has 
spent on earth, and the number of deaths through which he has gone, have 
brought him into a state of forgetfulness about who and where he has been. 
This material is recovered in Scientology, if the Scientologist specifically 
processes toward it. 






The dissemination of materials of Scientology is a problem of compar¬ 
able stature to the use of techniques on a preclear in an auditing session. 

Just as you would not process a preclear with heavy processes when all he 
could take .‘night be ARC Straight Wire, thus you would not issue Scientolo¬ 
gy materials of considerable weight to people incapable of assimilating them. 

The immediate result of the issuance of materials not intended tor that 
audience is to produce a state of confusion in the minds of that audience re¬ 
garding Scientology. Here we have no question of talking down to people. 
Here we have no question of 'watering' our material, but we do have a ques¬ 
tion of disseminating Scientology. If we do it properly, then Scientology will 
be very broadly known. If we ao it improperly it will stop in its tracks, 
and be known, if at all, as a confusion. 

When materials are issued above the acceptance level of an audience, 
a contusion results. A confusion is the antithesis of a flow. Any communi¬ 
cation resulting in a confusion then brings about an eddy or tumbling of par¬ 
ticles rather than their spread. And a confusion at length becomes a mys¬ 
tery. 

Parr ten of the Code of a Scientologist says: "I pledge myself to engage 
in no unseemly disputes with the uninformed on the subject of my profession. ' 
This is an immediate injunction not to start an eddy of confusion. The em¬ 
ployment of Scientology to the greatest good of the greatest number of Dy¬ 
namics does hot include using it knowingly or unknowingly to confuse hear¬ 
ers. 

An outline of the communication lines of Scientology follows; 

1. General public to the general public. 

2. Scientologists to the general public. 

3. Member HAS1 to member HASI. 
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4. Trained Scientologist to a member of the HASI. 

5. Member of the HAS! to a preclear. 

6. Trained Scientologist to a preclear. 

7. Trained Scientologist to a trained Scientologist. 

8. HASI to membership. 

9. HASI to trained Scientologist. 

10. HASI to the general public. 


i CENTRAL PUBLIC TO THE GENERAL PUBLIC 


There are several things we would like the. general public to say to the 
.general public about Scientology. The first of these is that we would like 
the general public, when it sees an individual or group problem, to be quite 
certain that the proper thing to do is for that individual or group to consult 
a Scientologist. For instance, if somebody is having headaches, we would 

■ like his friends to come to the obvious solution that this person should see 
a Scientologist or should join a group undergoing processing. 

• The next on this communication line is that Scientology does not pose 
any threat, that Scientologists are good citizens, and that they can be trus¬ 
ted with problems of a private and confidential nature, or with problems 
dangerous to other people, such as the problem of criminality. Another 
frame of mind we would like to see the public have and register is that peo¬ 
ple attacking Scientologists have something wrong with them, (and if you 
could meet any such people personally you would see that this is no more 
than truth). As a subdivision of this, the actual substance of communica¬ 
tion about what Scientology is, from the general public to the general pub¬ 
lic, should be that Scientology says that good health and immortality are 
attainable. That it is something compounded out of all man knows of the 
subject of man, and that people are living units operating bodies, rather 
than bodies, and that this living unit is the human soul. Given this much 
communication line, the general public can embroider enormously, and un¬ 
less a person in the general public can express his opinions, and unless the 
subject gives him a chance to express his own opinions, and so let HIM be 
interestING, he will not talk about the subject. Thus the data in the general 

■ public should give individuals a chance to be interesting, by knowing no more 
and no less than the above. V/e are not interested in sensationalism per¬ 
sonalities, or the complexity of Scientological methodology being discussed 
by the general public. As a subdivision of this, we do not want Scientology 

. to be reported in the press, anywhere else than on the religious page of 
;newspapers. It is destructive of word of mouth to permit Lie public presses 
to express their biassed and badly reported sensationalism. Therefore we 
should be very alert to sue tor slander at the slightest chance so as to dis¬ 
courage the public presses from mentioning Scientology. V/hat the newspa¬ 
pers say is not word of mouth. As an example of this, how many minutes 
today have you spent in discussing current events? NEWSPAPER REPOR¬ 
TERS WRITING ARTICLES ON SCIENTOLOGY DO NOT EXPRESS SCIEN¬ 
TOLOGY. Scientologists should never let themselves be interviewed by the 
press. That's experience talking! 

As a subdivision of general public to general public we have the problem 
of the professions which might consider Scientology to be antipathetic to 
them, amongst these would oe psychologists and medical doctors as well as 
psychiatrists. These oersons are entirely in error when they express the 
opinion that Scientologists are against them. Scientology does not consider 
them sufficiently important to he against. Flour -pills or any incantation or 
system will produce in 22% of the public, benefit. Therefore, any practice 
or art can always achieve 22% recovery in their patients. It is when we bet¬ 
ter this 22% chat we are being efficient. V/e have no more quarrel with a 
psychologist chan we would have with an Australian witch-doctor. V/e have 
no quarrel with a psychiatrist any more than we should quarrel with a bar¬ 
barian because he had never heard of nuclear physics. And as for the me¬ 
dical doctor, we know very well that modern medical practice, having late¬ 
ly outgrown phlebotomy, has come of age to a point where it can regulate 
structure in a most remarkable and admirable way. In Scientology we be¬ 
lieve a medical doctor definitely has his role in a society just as an engi¬ 
neer na6 his role in civil government. We believe that a medical doctor 
should perform emergency operations such as those made necessary by ac¬ 
cidents; that he should perform orthopaedics; that he should deliver babies; 
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that he should have charge of the administration of drugs; that his use of 
antibiotics is beneficial; and that wherever he immediately and curatively 
addresses structure he is of use in a community. The only place we would 
limit a medical doctor is in the field of treatment of psychosomatic medi¬ 
cine, where he has admittedly and continuously failed, and the only thing we 
would ask a medical doctor to change about his practice is to stop taking 
money for things he knows he cannot cure, i.e,, spiritual, mental, psycho¬ 
somatic, and social ills. 

With regard to psychologists, medical doctors, and psychiatrists, then, 
what would one say in talking with them? But again we have section 10 of 
the Code of the Scientologist. You wouldn't expect this psychologist, or 
psychiatrist, or medical doctor to get into an argument with you on how to 
get rats to find their way through mazes, how you would set a tibia, or what 
voltage you would put on an electric shock machine. Therefore, and equal¬ 
ly, do r.ot permit yourself to be put in the situation where you are discussing 
•privately or in public, the methodologies of your wisdom. The attitude of a 
Scientologist toward people is these professions should be: "I have my tech¬ 
niques. It took me a long time to learn them just as it took you a long time 
to learn years, and I am not going to try to make a minister out of you, and 
you are no; going to try to make a medical doctor (psychiatrist, psycholo¬ 
gist) out oi" me. I am an expert instructor only where it is intimately invol¬ 
ved with the human spirit. I can produce my effects. .You can produce yours 
In view of the fact that you do not pretend to operate in the field of the human 
spirit, and I do not pretend to operate in the field of structure, I do not see 
how there can be any discussion. But things that I can't handle in structure 
when called upon I will be very happy to refer to you, and I shall expect 
that when matters of the spirit come into question you will have enough un¬ 
derstanding of life, where we are all specialists, to refer them to me." A 
quiet explanation of this character will do a great deal to place you as a pro¬ 
fessional man in their realm of understanding of professional men. 

Should anyone challenge you for having suddenly secured a relief in a 
hospital or an institution from some dire malady which balked the efforts of 
the professional men in charge of it, and should you ever be "called upon 
the carpet" for having "intertered" with the progress of a case, you should 
be extremely dismayed, and act it, to find yourself in the presence of bar¬ 
barians who do not believe in the power of prayer, in the will of God, or the 
promises of Jesus Christ. And you should point out that, whereas the body 
was in their keeping, they did not at any time care to take purview of the 
human soul. And ii anything has occurred because the soul, in your pro¬ 
vince, then reacted upon the body, you believe that they are unwilling to ad¬ 
mit the will of God in their treatment of human beings, and if this is the case 
you now, while you are being addressed by such people, discover yourself 
to be in a strange place where men pretending to be Christians doubt God, the 
the Son of God, and the power of prayer. Your entire address to such peo¬ 
ple, in such a situation, publicly or privately, should be entirely overt, ac¬ 
cusative, and not at any time apologetic. And you should immediately make 
it your business to nlace this matter before the proper authorities, that peo¬ 
ple are in charge o{ an institution here, are not Christians, and do not be¬ 
lieve in God, and you should inform your accusers that you are going to do 
so. 


Should you ever be arrested tor practicing Scientology, treating peo¬ 
ple, make very sure, long before the time comes, that you have never used 
drugs or surgery, ana that you have never prescribed a diet, or vitamins, 
and when that time might come, make very sure that you immediately and 
instantly, within two or three hours after your receipt of the warrant, have 
served upon the signer of that warrant, a personal civil suit for $100,000.00 
damages for having caused the arrest of a Man of God going about hi6 busi¬ 
ness m his proper profession, and for having brought about embarrassing 
publicity and molestation. Place the suit ana V/IRE THE KASI IMMEDIATE¬ 
LY. Make the whole interest during the entire time of such an unfortunate 
occurrence the fact that the signer of such a warrant, who would ordinarily 
be a medical doctor in charge of the medical department of some city, had 
dared fly in the teeth of religion. And use what is necessary of the earlier 
passage above to drive the point home. DO NOT simply fall back out of com¬ 
munication if you are attacked, but attack, much more forcefully, and art¬ 
fully and arduously. And if you are foolish enough to have an attorney who 
tells you not to sue, immediately dismiss him and get an attorney who will 
sue. Or, if no attorney will sue, simply have an HASI suit form filled out 
and present it yourself to the-county clerk in the court of the area in which 
your case has come up. 
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IN ALL SUCH CASES OF ARREST FOR THE PRACTICE OF SCIENTO¬ 
LOGY, THE HASI WILL SEND A REPRESENTATIVE AT ONCE, BUT DO 
NOT WAIT FOR HIS ARRIVAL TO PLACE THIS SUIT. THE SUIT MUST 
ALREADY HAVE BEEN FILED WHEN THE HASI ATTORNEY ARRIVES. 

In other words, do not, at any moment leave this act unpunished, for, 
if you do you are harming all other Scientologists in the area. When you are 
attacked it is your responsibility then to secure from further attack not only ■ 
yourself but all those who work with you. Cause blue flame to dance on the 
court house roof until everybody has apologized profusely for having dared 
to become so adventurous as to arrest a Scientologist who, as a minister of 
the church, was going about his regular duties. As far as the advices of at¬ 
torneys go that you should not sue, that you should not attack, be aware of 
the fact that I, myself, in. Wichita, Kansas, had the rather interesting ex- 
, . perience of discovering that my attorney employed by me and paid by me, 

{ '■ had been for some three months in the employ of the people who were attack- 

ing me, and that this attorney had collected some insignificant sum of money 
after I hired him, by going over to the enemy and acting upon their advices. 
This actually occurred, so beware of attorneys who tell you not to sue. And 
"> I call to your attention the situation of any besieged fortress. If that fortress 
does not make sallies, does not send forth patrols to attack and harrass, and 
does not utilize itself to make the besieging of it a highly dangerous occupa¬ 
tion, that fortress may, and most often does, fall. 

The DEFENSE of anything is UNTENABLE. The only way. to defend any¬ 
thing is to ATTACK, and if you ever forget that, then you will lose every 
battle you are ever engaged in, whether it is in terms of personal conversa¬ 
tion, public debate, or a court of law. NEVER BE INTERESTED IN CHAR¬ 
GES. DO, yourself, much MORE CHARGING, and you will WIN. And the 
public, seeing that you won, will then have a communication line to the ef¬ 
fect that. Scientologists WIN. Don't ever let them have any other thought than 
that Scientology takes all of its objectives. 

Another point directly in the interest of keeping the general public to the 
general public communication line in good odor: it is vitally important that 
a ScientoLogist put into action and overtly keep in action Article 4 of the Code: 
"I pledge myself to punish to the fullest extent of my power anyone misusing 
or degrading Scientology to harmful ends'. " The only way you can guarantee 
that Scientology will not be degraded or misused is to make sure that only 
those who are trained in it practice it. If you find somebody practicing Sci- 
'entology who is not qualified, you should give them an opportunity to be for- 
’ maily trained, at their expense, so that they will not abuse and degrade the 
subject. And you would not take as any substitute for formal training any 
amount of study. 

You would therefore delegate to members of the HASI who are not 
otherwise certified only those processes mentioned below, and would dis¬ 
courage them from using any other processes. More particularly, if you 
discovered that some group calling itself "precept processing" had set up 
and established a series of meetings in your area, that you would do all 
you could to make things interesting for them. In view of the fact that the 
HASI holds the copyrignts for all such material, and that a scientific or¬ 
ganization of material can be copyrighted and is therefore owned, the least 
that could be done to such an area is the placement of a suit against them 
for using materials of Scientology without authority. Only a member of 
the HASI or a member of one of the churches affiliated with the HASI has 
the authority to use this information. The purpose of the suit is to harrass 
and discourage rather than to win. 

The law can be used very easily to harrass, and enough harrassment 
on somebody who is simply on the tnin edge anyway, well knowing that he 
is not authorized, will generally be sufficient to cause his professional de¬ 
cease. If possible, of course, ruin him utterly. 

A D.Scn. has the power to revoke a certificate below the level of D. 

Sen. but not a D. Sen. However, he can even recommend to the CECS of 
the HASI that D. Sens, be revoked, and so any sincere Scientologist is ca¬ 
pable of policing Scientology. This is again all in the interest of keeping 
the public with a good opinion of Scientology, since bad group processing 
and bad auditing are worse than bad publicity and are the worst thing that 
can happen to the general public to general public communication line. 

The best thing that can happen to it is good auditing, good public pre¬ 
sentation, and a sincere approach on the subject of Scientology itself. Re¬ 
member, we are interested in ALL treatment being beneficial, whether it 
is Scientology or not. For bad treatment in any line lowers the public opin¬ 
ion of all treatment. 

7 
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In addressing persona professionally interested in the ministiy, we 
have another interesting problem in public presentation. We should not en¬ 
gage in religious discussions. In the first place, as Scientologists, we are 
gnostics, which is to say that we know that we know. People in the minis¬ 
try ordinarily suppose ttiat knowingness and knowledge are elsewhere resi¬ 
dent than in themselves. They believe in belief and substitute belief for 
wisdom. This makes Scientology no less a religion, but makes it a reli¬ 
gion with an older tradition and puts it on an intellectual plane. 

Religious philosophy, then, as represented by Scientology, would be 
opposed in such a discussion to religious practice. We are all-denomina¬ 
tional rather than non-denominationai, and so we should be perfectly wil¬ 
ling to include in our ranks a Moslem, or a T'aoist, as well as any Pro¬ 
testant or Catholic, while people of the ministry in Western civilization, 
unless they are evangelists, are usually dedicated severely to some faction ’ 
which in itself is in violent argument with many other similar factions. Thus 
these people are ready to argue and are practiced in argument, and there 
are more interpretations of one line of scripture than there are sunbeams 
in a day. Beyond explaining one's all-denominational character, explaining 
that one holds the Bible as a holy work, one should recognize that the clergy 
of Western. Protestant churches defines a minister or the standing of a 
church by these salient facts: Jesus Christ was the Saviour of Mankind, 

Jesus Christ was the Son of God. 

We ir. Scientology find no argument with this, and so in discussing Sci¬ 
entology with other ministry one should advance these two points somewhere 
in the conversation. Additionally, one should advance to the ministry ex¬ 
actly those things mentioned earlier as what we would like the general pub¬ 
lic to believe. Christ, if you care to study the New Testament, instructed 
his disciples to bring wisdom and good health to man, and promised man¬ 
kind immortality, and said the Kingdom of Heaven was at hand, and the 
translators have not added that "at hand" possibly meant three feet back of 
your head. We could bring up those points but there is no reason to. You 
are not trying to educate other ministry. A friendly attitude toward other 
ministry in general, and fellow ministers in particular, is necessary. 

The way to handle an individual minister of some other church is.as 
follows: get him to tell you exactly what Has believes, get him to agree 
that religious freedom is desirable, then tell him to make sure that if 
that's the way he believes, he should keep on believing that, and that you 
would do anything to defend his right to believe that. 

None of these people as individuals are antipathetic. They know a great 
deal about public presence, and can be respected for such knowledge. How¬ 
ever, engaging in long discourses, or trying to educate a minister of some 
Protestant church or a priest of the Catholic faith into the tenets of Sciento¬ 
logy is not desirable and is directly contrary to Article 10 of the Code of a 
Scientologist. 

You will find you have many problems and people in common with other 
ministers. They're alive too. Also you will sec a campaign to place only 
ministers in charge of the mind and mental healing, Talk about these things. 

The Christian Church has been hurt by factionalism. We stand for peace 
and happiness. Therefore, let us carry it forward by example, not by un¬ 
seemly discussions. 

Z SCIENTOLOGISTS TO THE GENERAL PUBLIC 


In the assemblage of congregations, and in addressing the general pub¬ 
lic at large, a Scientologist has a responsibility to give to the oublic, in the 
form of such congregations or meetings, information acceptable to them, 
which can be understood by them, and which will send them away with the 
impression that C'.e Scientologist who addressed them knew definitely what 
he was talking about and that Scientology is an unconfuaed, clear-cut sub¬ 
ject. 

Anyone using Scientology must state that he is using Scientology. He 
cannot, must not, leave it unnamed or call it by another name.- Use of it 
without naming it is a breach of law. 

A Scientologist, when addressing public groups would never, under any 
circumstances, confuse bis communication line by engaging in a debate from 
the floor or closing terminals with any persons wno would care to heckle him. 
By simply ignoring such people, one continues to talk to the bulk of the peo¬ 
ple who arc themselves very interested. When anyone causes an unseemly 
upset, it is rarely difficult to have the person removed from the group. In 



other words, either ignore him or remove him. Don’t engage in a debate 
with him. 

Similarly, no Scientologist would ever consent to take a position on a 
panel or on a stage engaging in a debate of Scientology versus some other 
subject. This is arT entirely unclear communication line. People are not 
interested in a debate, They are interested, if they are there at all, in 
Scientology. Why, therefore, give some other subjects an audience before 
which it could air its views? Ln the last five years 1 have turned down innu¬ 
merable offers of debates, for I have found out that Dianetics or Scientology 
were the attraction and that medicine or psychology was using the public in¬ 
terest in this new subject in order to further their own aims, and that any 
such debate engaged upon demeaned and degraded Scientology by permitting 
it to be talked about contemptuously before a group--a thing which SHOULD 
NEVER BE PERMITTED. 

The first and foremost thing which a Scientologist should do in the way of 
information, is to relay the data contained in the earlier section. He should 
punch this hard, regardless of what kind of a group he is talking to. He 
should tell them overtly that when they see somebody who is sick or unhappy, 
that if their illness does not require the immediate attention of a medical 
doctor, then the thing for them to tell that person or that person's family is 
to SEE A SCIENTOLOGIST. 

He should also punch home the fact that Scientology believes in the three 
things Christ intended for man: wisdom, good health, and immortality. In 
other words, he should make it his business to use such an opportunity of 
addressing a group to pound home what we thinkthe general public should 
say to the general public about Scientology. He should start this simply by 
saying it to such groups insistently and many times. He could add a great 
deal of descriptive material to this, but he should not go further into the 
field of data. In other words, he should talk in generalities. He should de¬ 
scribe a Scientologist as one with a mission to bring wisdom, good health, 
and immortality to the public. He should describe the aims and goals of the 
organizations, which are to assist in wiping out criminality, insanity and 
war . 

He should pound home to such groups the fact that the human spirit is 
the only therapeutic agent of any lasting value. He should tell such groups 
what Scientology can ao for them in bringing them wisdom, happiness, good 
health, and immortality. He should describe to them how long it takes in 
individual processes. Above all, HE SHOULD BE HONEST. He should tell 
exactly what he himself feels to be true, but he should not give them invol¬ 
ved data. 

It very often happens that a Scientologist who has recently come from 
the HAS1 will be asked about the state of cases of people who have passed 
through that area. He should give his honest and forthright opinion, not any 
dressed up or hopeful conclusion. He should tell what he himself observes. 
When asked about the training given in that area he should state exactly what 
his opinion is of that training in the area, and this sincerity itself will com¬ 
municate . 

He will find that people like to do little scandal-mongering and that peo¬ 
ple who ask the most questions do not represent the general attitude of the 
group.; This is one of the foremost lessons a Scientologist learns in addres¬ 
sing congregations, chat the people who "close terminals" with him at the 
break or at the end of the lecture do not represent the opinion of the group. 
The general opinion of the group is a fairly high one. The people who close 
terminals with him have opinions and data which are fairly low, since these 
people close terminals because they are low on the tone scale. Therefore 
he should be able to lift his eyes over the whole group and see what kind of 
a reaction the group itself has, not merely those who speak. The people who 
speak from a group are not the spokesmen of a group. The spokesman of 
the group is the Scientologist himself as he stands there addressing the group, 
and he can regulate their tone and reception at will. He does this best by 
not closing terminals with the most upsetting elements of the group. 

The group occasionally wants to know something about other Scientolo¬ 
gists. Tkey have heard things. Those inquiries about myself are best an¬ 
swered in tnis wise: that in all Ron's experience with rumors and stories 
about himself, he has yet to hear one single story come back to him in a 
form which even vaguely approached the truth or the circumstances about 
which it was told, and he has heard many, many things which did not happen 
at all. 

Thus, it is the case with Scientologists at iarge. Many things are said 
about them, but they have this experience every now and Chen that one of 
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these stories comes back to them and when it comes back to them they will 
not recognize the incident.. 

It happens that it is the tone level of the general public that scandal and 
untruth take precedence.! ask you to consult the chart of human evaluation 
and you will discover in that chart that truth does not exist below the level 
of 2.0. Therefore, why should you be surprised that so many twisted sto¬ 
ries are circulated? They are circulated about you as a Scientologist as well 
as about me as the Founder of Scientology. Standing together we can best 
this vagary of human communication line. The example is set for the public 
by its newspapers, which themselves offer little but untruths. 

And I call to your attention that courts do not admit hearsay evidence. 
They have learned, after long experience, that they can only accept what 
the witness himself has observed, and that they can never accept what the 
witness has heard that somebody else observed. Hearsay evidence, that 
evidence which simply recounts what somebody else has said he observed, 
is not admissible in courts of law anywhere in the civilized world and has 
not been since Roman times. Compare this, then, to the communication 
line of hearsays in terms of rumors, and find that there is little to be gained 
in either clarifying or forwarding such rumors. In discussing rumors with 
groups, discuss only the tone scale and theory of rumors. Use rumors as 
a chance to teach, for a Scientologist is a teacher. 

On the subject of myself, a Scientologist addressing any group of people 
when the subject is brought up and not otherwise, should make it clear that 
Ron is just a human being who has been working hard to solve some of the 
problems of life; that he naa behind him now, on this- subject, in the public 
eye, many years of sincere application to the subject, and that many results 
beleficial to people have resulted. That he has a definite idea of where he 
is going and what he is doing, and that, like anyone introducing new things 
into the society, a great deal of rumor and up3et and back-biting can be ex¬ 
pected. In other words, on such a thing, pass it all off. 

As for himsell, when addressing congregations, a Scientologist should 
be very careful to express his own personality and to express himself as him¬ 
self, not in just any role which will suit the particular congregation he is ad¬ 
dressing. People may believe him to be indifferently trained as a Scientolo¬ 
gist, but then, they believe that I am indifferently trained, too, whereas 
"Who Knows and What", the companion book to "Who's Who in America", 
which gives the professional experts of the country, and which you can find 
in any good library, lists me as an expert in psycnology, and any certified 
Scientologist has actually invested more hours of study and practice in his 
subject than a medical doctor or psychologist has invested in the study of 
the mind. 

If you do not believe this, simply add up the number of hours psycholo¬ 
gists and medical doctors are actually in classes which teach theory and 
practice on the mind, and you will discover something interesting. Add up 
the number of hours you have spent in study in Scientology and Dianetics 
schools and your own hours of study and practice, and you will see some 
truth in the fact that nearly all Doctors of Scientology have invested some¬ 
where in the neighborhood of five thousand hours in training, which is an 
overpowering amount of training. 

In other words, do not let tne 'matter of skill fall into question, and 
overtly represent that both the founder of this Science and those who are 
truly practicing this science are the best trained people in the field of the 
spirit and the mite in the world today. This could not have been said hour 
years ago, but do not let the impression of four years ago continue to exist. 
Today they are really trained, but an auditor has a tendency to forget how 
well trained he is because he does not know how poorly trained other profes¬ 
sions are in their subjects. 

3 MEMBER HA£'i TO MEMBER HASI 

Members of the HASI are theoretically bound by the Code of a Scientolo¬ 
gist, and they should be reminded of this by Scientologists who are certified. 
They have the right, theoretically, to use and to study any and all of the ma¬ 
terials of Scientology. This right is exemplified by the fact that the profes¬ 
sional course tapes are made available to individuals and groups who are not 
posessed of the right to teach. The reason for this is that a communication 
line must be cut to the membership. 

This aoes r.ot mean that a member is going to use these materials re¬ 
sponsibly, but he has a complete right to have them and to discuss them 



with members. A member of the HASI is included as a Scientologist and 
should be cognizant of Sections (1) and'(2) above. 


It is the duty of certified auditors to place their information at the dis¬ 
posal of members, at the same time enjoining them that there is no substi¬ 
tute for formal training. 

A member of the HASI, as far as information is concerned, may have a 
great deal of material available, but the certified auditor should extend to 
nim only the book "Self-Analysis in Scientology", "The Group Auditor's 
Handbook", and Issue 31-G of the Journal to use upon preclears. These can 
be used with some success by people who are not trained. 

A 5 MEMBER OF THE HASI TO A PRECLEAR 


Only members of the HASI, or of specifically delineated affiliated orga¬ 
nizations have the right to use the materials of Scientology--a fact which the 
-HASI is prepared to enforce as it can do legally at any financial cost. (Mem- 
-'bership, however, does not give the right to publish or excerpt or re-orga¬ 
nize Scientology, nor the right to teach it formally.) 

Members of the HAS! as well as auditors have the right to possess, stu¬ 
dy, and know, all the materials of Scientology. In practice, however, a mem¬ 
ber of the HASI who is not otherwise a certified auditor has no rights of pro¬ 
fessional practice and may not process for personal gain, and wifi. not be sup¬ 
ported by the HASI or its auditors should he err or get into difficulties 
through having used processes on preclears, with only one exception. A mem¬ 
ber of the HASI may apply to a preclear, informally, and not as professional 
practice, and not for gain, and exactly as composed, Self-Analysis in Sci¬ 
entology, Issue 31-G, and used as an individual process or group process, 
but again exactly as given to individuals or groups, the Group Auditor's Hand¬ 
book. 

A member of the HASI is expected to follow the Auditor's Code, and the 
Code of a Scientologist, and even if he does not know them well or know about 
them, he may have his membership revoked by the CECS for failure to follow 
them, since wide agreement and practice have demonstrated that processing 
.is ineffective or even harmful when executed without observance of the Au¬ 
ditor's Code, 1954, and that the subject of Scientology itself undeservedly 
suffers through failure to follow the Code of a Scientologist. 

Where preclears in general are concerned, a member of the HASI would 
do well when not trained as an auditor to refer such preclears to a trained 
auditor. 

6 TRAINED SCIENTOLOGIST TO PRECLEAR 


The dissemination of information to a preclear is completely forbid¬ 
den by the Auditor's Code, 1954. This is evaluation. 

While it is not true that a person trained in Scientology is immediate¬ 
ly and for that reason harder to process than one who is not trained, it is 
true that forwarding information about the preclear's own case, or giving 
him materials of Scientology while he is undergoing processing reduces 
the effectiveness of processing. 

7 TRAINED SCIENTOLOGIST TO TRAINED SCIENTOLOGIST 


It might be a surprise that any injunction about the dissemination of 
information would have to be outlined where communication is between a 
trained Scientologist and a trained Scientologist. However, experience 
has demonstrated that these two, particularly when auditing each other, 
get into many involvements over what the exact point of the process is. 

We discovered a short time ago with some amazement that this was a 
major block on co-auditing teams composed of trained Scientologists, only. 
It seems that it is not unusual for two trained Scientologists, one proces¬ 
sing the other, to get into violent discussions regarding the exact running 
of processes, with the session suspended while tney consult texts and tapes. 
In this regard, an auditor being processed-by another auditor should, in 
the first place, ha-, . made sure that he had a Scientologist of comparable 
skill. In the second place, an auditor being audited should be content to 
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be a preclear for the term of the session, ft couild be said that an auditor 
who has not been audited badly once in a while doesn't know how grim it 
can get and won't regulate his own processing of preclears accordingly, 
because any trained Scientologist has a great many ways of getting pre- 
clears out of trouble, and no permanent damage can result. 

Although the Code of a Scientologist specifically forbids a Scientolo¬ 
gist to talk out loud to the public about other Scientologists, and to run 
them down, it definitely does not forbid this practice among'auditors. How' 
ever, it does forbid defamation by an auditor of anyone in Scientology in 
any published form. 

A great many newsletters exist in Scientology which are more or less 
intended to be for circulation amongst Dianeticists and Scientologists and 
which take wide liberties with the reputations of ail concerned. Any mem¬ 
ber or trained Scientologist expressing himself in such a way as to defame 
•Scientology or the people connected with it may find himself in consider¬ 
able legal difficulty. Although during the formative years of Dianetics and 
Scientology no-one had enough time or patience to find out what was being 
written in such magazines or newsletters, the situation has now changed, 
and enough c;me and money is now available to free all of us from this 
great deterrent to our common purpose of making this world a better place 
'.n which to live. 

The trained Scientologist does and should make his experience known 
to other trained Scientologists. Ln accordance with the Code of a Scien¬ 
tologist he is expected to repress the names of actual preclears as per 
Article Nine: "I pledge myself to refuse to impart personal secrets of my 
preclears." However, discussing cases with a trained auditor discovers 
often a necessity to be highly specific, for such cases are quite usually 
experienced in common. 

This discussion of peculiarities of a case has nothing to do with re¬ 
vealing the secrets of a preclear, since processing today is not even vague 
ly interested in obtaining secrets from a preclear. 

Discussing cases amongst auditors is not the same as discussing 
cases with HASl members, groups, or the public. An auditor must ne¬ 
ver discuss a case with people who are not auditors beyond mentioning 
difficulties, exactly pertinent to the arrangements of processing, to 
those upon whom a case might be dependent. And, if an auditor should 
have occasion to mention a-case to a congregation or a group, he should 
-so disguise the identity and particulars of the case so as not to embarrass 
'anyone, lor it is quite often part of training and part of description of Sci¬ 
entology to interested groups to mention that such and such a type of case 
has recovered. 

A highly specialized part of this communication line from trained 
Scientologist to trained Scientologist is the certified auditor to the stu¬ 
dent. While no certified auditor should invade and attempt to instruct 
the students of some other auditor, a great deal of liberty is possible 
between the trained auditor and the student, except in such instances as 
when the status of a student is questionable. By student here one means 
not someone who is studying Scientology, but one who is regularly and 
specifically enrolled toward a certain degree. 

Students should not be given misinformation, and very definitely and 
specifically, as will be covered shortly, they should not be given experi¬ 
mental data of any kind whatsoever. It is disastrous to take a student who 
is not yet capable of the most elementary processes of Scientology, no 
matter how capable he himself thinks he is, and turn him loose with some 
experimental data. The immediate result of this is distraction of the stu¬ 
dent from his course of study, and entering him upon a line of investiga¬ 
tion. Giving a student experimental data--and I should know--is like tur¬ 
ning him loose on a dark night in a sea filled with rocks. The result is 
that he will go aground and his preclear will go aground. Where students 
are co-auditing, any time you find any casein a unit bogging, look for the 
person who audited him with experimental techniques. You will occasion¬ 
ally find that the person who audited him on the experimental technique 
was not a member of that unit, or was some wildcat with no more purpose 
than "observe the effect". 

A certified auditor should be courteous to the student. The student 
will, in all probability, become a certified auditor. 

One of the hidden but more vicious crimes which can be committed in 
communicating information to students is to give them the data and deny 
them affinity, and cut the affinity lines connected to the data. One Scien¬ 
tologist who was very widely known in the early days trained many audi¬ 
tors, but it was found later that every auditor he had trained had been es- 







tranged ;rom the subject by being estranged by this Scientologist from any 
Scientologist who was following closely the course of investigation I was 
undertaking. He gave them data, but somehow he gave them to understand 
that I and auditors around me had something vague and unstated wrong in 
the personality or behaviour sector. He never gave any specific example 
to these students, since he never could have done so with any truth, but 
he conveyed to them that the subject was one thing, and I, and other audi¬ 
tors, quite another. That the subject was good, the people who originated 
and practiced it were bad. 

As a result every single one of his students who has come through la¬ 
ter training units wa§ found to be entirely deficient in a basic understanding 
of Scientology. Alloying the affinity of the subject itself, the subject would 
then not communicate to them, and the students did not know whether they 
had studied gastronomy or monotony, and as a result each and every one 
of them had long and arduous lines of failures as auditors. 

The Scientologist of whom I speak in course of time obtained no more 
■' students, not from any overt act against him by the HAS or the KASi, but 
because this continual failure eventually accumulated to himself and be 
failed in his entire establishment. I do not believe this person knows to 
this day what actually happened to him and his business. The alloying of 
■ the affinity line, no matter how vaguely, alloys the actual communication 
V'of data. Simply adhering to the Code of a Scientologist, regardless of 
one's personal opinions, however right or wrong these maybe, will actu¬ 
ally bring good training to students. 

If it is in the obsessive nature of man always to have something bad 
to point out, and if this obsession cannot be avoided, then point out the 
horribly pock-marked state of the moon, not the people who are making 
a sincere try in Scientology. 

For a long time a condition existed which confused the communication 
line between trained auditors and trained auditors. In view of the fact that 
the subject was advancing, and its advance was not being interrupted sim¬ 
ply because people had not been trained each time to the new level, audi¬ 
tors who had just graduated from a school were prone to feel very superior 
and derogatory toward auditors who had been trained a year or so previ¬ 
ously. There might or might not have been good reason for this, but with 
the Seventh Clinical Unit I found that we could stabilize processes and that 
we did have processes now that weren't changing simply because of new 
data, and so this information level could be stabilized. 

It is the responsibility of any trained Scientologist to make sure that 
: anyone with a certificate in his area is, by whatever means, brought up 
to the training level which exists today. It is the particular responsibili¬ 
ty of the Doctors of Scientology who themselves have a right to examine 
for or to revoke certificates. 

This retraining of older Scientologists by those with later training pre¬ 
sents a peculiar problem since Scientology has worked for the well-trained 
auditor for two years. 

However, for some time to come it will be necessary for auditors 
trained to the prescribed level to exactly follow the training letter of July, 
1954 in their retraining of certified auditors in their area. The HASI in¬ 
tends to pick up and stabilize every certificate ever issued at one time or 
another, and to that end currently offers a one month retraining course at 
half the cost charged regular students so that certified auditors can be 
stabilized in training. For this is a matter of people who do not know basic 
techniques or how to work them. It is training, not Scientology, which is 
at fault in such a case. 

8 HASI TO THE MEMBERSHIP 


The Hubbard Association of Scientologists, International is by law a 
fellowship of persons actively interested in and to a greater or lesser ext 
tent trained in Scientology, ft is not a public organization, but a profes¬ 
sional organization. The casual public member of Scientology who is in¬ 
terested m its results and what it represents to civilization is expected to 
be a member of an affiliated organization such as the Church of Scientolo¬ 
gy and the Church of American Science. Those who conduct, process and 
handle congregations and the churches are members of the HASI. The 
congregations themselves are members of the Church of Scientology or the 
Church of American Science. In the role of being a professional organiza¬ 
tion, the HASI, then, conducts the schools and seminaries or regulates the 
training done by professionals in Scientology, 






The HASI is also a publications organization which furnishes the materi¬ 
als for training done by professionals in Scientology. The HASI is addition¬ 
ally a research and investigation unit. Publications, research and inves¬ 
tigation, professional services, and the regulation of those actively practi- 
cin^Scientology so as to secure good public acceptance, are the functions 

The churches accumulate congregations, conduct public programs, and 
generally unify, disseminate and practice Scientology. In other words, 
here we have a group of professionals, their publications, and their data 
co-ordination center, who are banded together for the uniform good prac¬ 
tice of their subject and conduct of their activities. And here we have these ' 
professionals operating congregations and units of various kinds which ac¬ 
tively practice Scientology in the public. If you can see this picture clear¬ 
ly, then you can understand all the organizations of Scientology, and you 
will understand the function and services of those organizations. 

Under the HASI is the Committee for Examination, Certification and 
Services. (This organization was, for a short time in its early days, the 
Professional Auditors Guild, International -- PAGI -- and then the Inter¬ 
national Guild of Scientologists --IG of S --but when the public confused it 
to be an additional organization, became the Committee for Examination, 
Certification and Services of the HASI, which is what it had been in function 
all the time.) 

This is the body of principal authority and court of appeals of Scientolo¬ 
gy. As the State of Arizona has made the HASI the issuing authority of cer¬ 
tificates in Dianetics and Scientology, and as LRH's signature previously was 
all which gave authority to certificates, the CECS then, by the laws of the 
State of Arizona and LRH's own delegation of certification power, controls 
all the certificates of Dianetics and Scientology ever issued. 

No other organization or unit of any kind whatsoever has authority to 
issue certificates in Dianetics and Scientology outside the scope and authori¬ 
ty of the CECS. The CECS is a committee composed of five Doctors of Sci¬ 
entology, who also hold Doctors of Divinity in affiliated organizations. When 
a Doctor of Scientology in the field has trained someone up to the level of 
HCA, and when that person has been examined by another Doctor of Scien¬ 
tology, the recommendation for certification is forwarded to and passed by 
the CECS. 

The CECS has representatives on every continent in the world. It is 
their purpose to guarantee the good practice of Scientology by all its practi¬ 
tioners everywhere. This Committee for the HASI also extends various ser¬ 
vices to those professionally interested in the practice of Scientology. These 
are actually the services of the HASI itself, but it is the CECS which regu¬ 
lates what they are and polices the communication lines. 

Ln matters of dissemination of materials of Scientology or in the improve¬ 
ment of practice in the field, or the revocation of or reduction of certificate 
levels, it would be the HASI which would be acting, and it would be acting 
through the CECS. 

The HASI has what might seem at first a peculiar idea of what consti¬ 
tutes a communications or processing crime. It believes that the crimes of 
communication are not comparable to the crimes of non-communication, and 
it hoLds far more detrimental to Scientology a FAILURE to circulate and com¬ 
municate than it does TO communicate. If you will look over the MEST uni¬ 
verse you will discover that one is only punished for two things by the MEST 
universe. The first of these is for communicating. The second of these is 
for being there. Nearly any organization of professionals which Man ha9 had 
has specialized almost entirely in punishing only those who communicated or 
acted. 

We see this reflected in the government, in an army or a navy. In such 
places an officer or enlisted man may go through an entire life of service, 
piling up crime after crime of omission and yet arrive with the highest rank 
and honors. Such services know, in theory, that there are two crimes: one 
is the crime of commission, the other is tne crime of omission. Yet they 
punish only the crimes of commission. In other words such services punish 
only those people who act. who communicate, who try to get something done. 

It is very true that you will never get a black mark on your record in such 
services if you simply do nothing. Ln World War II, for instance, it was com¬ 
mon experience for units or men to simply refuse to act even though their 
friends or fellows were in danger. 

Refusing to communicate, refusing to act, are alike crimes of omission, 
of non-communication. And when an organization begins to specialize in 
punishing those people who communicate, who act, who circulate, that or- 











ganization is cutting its own communication lines, its own efficiency, and 
soellinc out its own eventual defeat. 

On this theory, then, the HASI does not specialize in punishing those 
who communicate, except, of course, in cases where the communication is 
obvious slander intended to injure Scientology or the HASI, done by people 
who are not part of the HASI, as the people who conduct campaigns against 
Scientology are Scientologists or have been trained in Scientology. 

Although Scientology communication lines are sometimes muddled up by 
the writings or letters of people condemning Scientology and Scientologists, . 
a checkup will discover these people to be medical doctors or psychologists 
who are utilizing the freedom of speech existing in Scientology to deter that 
science from wiping out, as it might possibly do, medicine and psychiatry 
and psychology. While it is not the intention of the HASI to flatten or wipe 
out any science or field of endeavour, such a thing is an inevitable conse- 
' quence of introducing efficiency where ignorance existed before. 

Thus, people from medicine and psychology in particular sometimes use 
the communication lines of Scientology, as though they were Scientologists, 
in order to condemn Scientology, the HASI, well-known auditors in Sciento- 
,..... logy, or L. Ron Hubbard. By cutting the communication lines of such people 
! one is not cutting any SCIENTOLOGY communication Iine3. He is cutting 

only the communication lines of medicine and psychology, which, very wrong¬ 
ly, consider themselves to be rivals in the field of Scientology, Scientology 
cares nothing about either medicine or psyciatry. 

The HASI, by the way, after much sad experience in trying to train them, 
now has a rule which forbids the training of medical doctors, psychiatrists, 
psychologists, chiropractors and like professionals. A Doctor of Scientology 
is permitted to train them only in very special cases. 

The HASI exists to assist communication of Scientologists just as these 
data in this book exist. These data are proposed simply because they are 
more efficient, not because they are all mandatory. On the other hand, the 
CECS for the HASI views very dimly a Scientologist who has been trained at 
considerable trouble to the organization, who has been provided with materi¬ 
als, information, tapes, with the good will of the organization, and who has 
had the HASI vouch tor him to his practice or his public, then do nothing. 

Such a person trained and equipped who is sitting still, who is not active, 
or who goes off to other fields and ignores what has been done for him, and 
ignores what he was supposed to do with the information, is the chief target 
of the HASI's CECS. The HASI will do all in its power to help such an indivi- 
dual bring his own case level up to an overt point, and to assist him in his 
communication and action in the society. But when it is at last convinced 
that the person does not mean to communicate, does not mean to act, then it 
has no choice but to put him out of action by the various legal means available 
' to the CECS. In other words, we want no professional "cases". We want pro¬ 
fessional auditors. 

The CECS also exists to keep Scientology organizations solvent by pro¬ 
posing to them campaigns and activities which will bring them revenue. The 
CECS, however, can be counted upon to act when it becomes convinced that 
someone is using Scientology in such a way as to accumulate funds by what¬ 
ever means or by becoming a thoroughly bad credit risk so as to endanger the 
financial standing of all Scientologists in an area, as happened in 1954 in Los 
Angeles. 

In case of arrest or severe oppression of a trained Scientologist, the 
HASI's CECS is prepared to send into that person's area an attorney to clari¬ 
fy the situation. 

The policy of the HASI to its membership in terms of data is that any 
member of the HASI, whether sustaining, special, or professional, is enti¬ 
tled to posess any of the information available on the subject of Dianetics or 
Scientology, and to use that information so as to secure a wider understanding 
of Scientology. By such data as is contained in this booklet the dissemination 
of such data is made more efficient, but the dissemination of information ad¬ 
vised in this booklet is only recommended--it is not enforced. 

Naturally, the HASI expects some one of the stature of a Doctor of Scien¬ 
tology to use with great understanding and great effectiveness this information 
it does not enjoin the same efficiency upon a sustaining member. 

This table of information, then, is not a catalog of crimes, but a cata¬ 
log of recommended communications. Any member can posess this infor¬ 
mation and use the information of Scientology in any way he cares to use it. 

The only time use of that information becomes a crime in the eyes of the 
HASI is: (a) when he knowingly disseminates information to groups, or at¬ 
tempts to ape or copy the activities of the HASI under another name than 
Scientology; (b) when he causes to be copyrighted any of the materials of 
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Scientology under bis own or an organizational name, or the names of others 
whom he controls; (c) when a member who is not certified or who does not 
have his certificate in force, or whose membership has lapsed, practices 
Scientology professionally for the purpose of professional or financial gain; 

(d) when a member or an auditor whose certificate is or is not in force re¬ 
commends, advises, or prescribes along with Scientology, medicine, vita¬ 
mins, food supplements, or food, or who uses in connection with his prac¬ 
tice any electronic devices, such as diathermy or E-meters; (e) any mem¬ 
ber or certified auditor who combines the practice of Scientology with chi- 
ropracty, psychiatry, osteopathy, naturopathy, psychology, or any other 
pseudo-medical or medical activity; (f) any member or certified auditor 
who practices Scientology and calls it Diabetics, or who if certified only to 

? ractice Dianetic6, does not practice Dianetics but practices Scientology; 

g) who fails to follow the Code of a Scientologist; (h) any member or audi¬ 
tor who flagrantly and repeatedly violates in his practice the Auditors Code 
1954. 

The reason there is any punitive activity at all on the part of the HASI's 
CECS lies with the member or auditor himself. A professional auditor has 
a right to personal good public Tepute, and he has a right to be respected for 
the reason that that which he represents is respected. He has a right to prac 
tice Scientology without harrasament from those in his immediate area and 
he has a right to be free from wildcat and unauthorized activities in his area 
destructive to the general repute of Scientology. Further, he has a right to 
benefit from the general accumulation of people in the society who have got 
well because of Scientology. It is in the personal interest of every auditor 
that any auditor who processes anybody secure excellent results upon that 

g erson, for that person will then tell others and so good practices can be 
uilt and held. 

He has a right, as well, to standardized fees, not cut to pieces by some¬ 
body, not authorized, processing poorly and tor very little. Furthermore, 
he has a right to have m any preclear he receives from any other Scientolo¬ 
gist a person whose case is already well-advanced. Here is an auditor who 
has been trained, who has studied nis subject, who has accumulated experi¬ 
ence, and who is prepared to deliver good results. He goes into an area 
where somebody has been using Dianetics or Scientology without any atten¬ 
tion to what they actually are, has been using it unethically, and who has been 
been getting very poor results. This trained auditor is immediately victim¬ 
ized by the repute of the subject in that area. A member or an auditor has 
rights to be respected for what they are. People who would cut those rights 
to pieces or render them less must, of course, be policed. 

The ease of policing, if we must call it that, in Scientology rests on the 
fact that the materials of Scientology are a scientific organization of data 
adequately and amoly copyrighted and owned, and a member or an auditor of 
the HAS! has a riglit to use them; but a person who is not a member of an 
auditor does not have any right either to use them or to posess them, and 
can be sued for doing so. 

Furthermore, such a person practicing Scientology illegally, or using 
the materials of Scientology illegally, can be sued by an individual auditor in 
an area by an authority sent to that individual auditor by the CECS. 

As far as public attacks upon individual auditors, the HASI, or LRH are 
concerned, it has been discovered that all those who have attacked along 
these lines in the past, by some strange co-incidence, are criminally liable 
for other things on quite other counts lor the most part. This is not a hope¬ 
ful statement nor an effort to Dropagandize any doubter into thinking that 
these attacks are untrue. Thev are untrue, they were untrue at the time. 

Further, such attacks do relatively little damage, and in all truth, we 
don't spend much time worrying over being attacked. We like others to 
have to worry about that. But, behind every one of these attacks, every 
time they have occurred in the past, has rested a criminal record of one 
kind or another. These were the kind of people one would employ if one 
were some hostile organization. The chief person responsible for attacks 
upon LRH's character in recent years was, for instance, expelled from 
college during his second year for grand larceny and is guilty of at least 
one count of perjury before Federal Courts. Another person, who made the 
biggest splash in the newspapers (in California, where else?) was found, 
upon investigation, to have come from a criminal family, to have been a 
member of an organization pledged to overthrow the United States Govern¬ 
ment by force, and who committed, in making attacks, perjury on several 
counts, and who, when finally confronted with this fact, signed full confes¬ 
sions of perjury. Not all the people, of course, who make attacks upon 
Scientology, its organizations, its auditors, or LRH, do 3o from any other 







motive than confusion. They don't know what any of these things are about 
and are afraid. 

But when these attacks assume a public crescendo, it has been disco¬ 
vered in the past that the attacker was a criminal by record, thus you can 
see the ease with which such people can be handled. Oddly enough, there 
are only about twenty people in all these five years who have made such at¬ 
tacks, and who have caused difficulties for this work. Not all of these are 
known to be criminals, and not all of them have committed actual crimes 
while making these attacks so far as we know, but the most serious of these 
attacks WERE made by criminals. Therefore, an individual auditor finding 
himself confronted in an area by scurrilous and vicious- attacks has only to 
trace these to their actual author and then trace the actual autiior, through 
police or "private eyes", to find that he has far more upon which to base 
charges than merely a dislike of Scientology. Normally such attacks are 
f . -, motivated by a frantic need for secrecy and the fear that any subject which 
V v could if it wished penetrate to the inmost secrets of a being would disclose 
things which such people feel would disgrace them forever. 

Now this matter of punishment is not a very happy subject, but neither 
is it a very happy subject for individual auditors or an organization to be 
engaged upon a provenly sincere course of intent in civilization, and yet be 
■.■-..'balked by people who have no understanding or who represent the baser ele¬ 
ments of a society. If we find all this uproar and entheta stemming, over 
a period of five years, from only twenty people, we can see that twenty 
people meaning no good can create a considerable communication block to 
us. Thus it is the responsibility of the individual auditor in his area, if he 
wishes to guarantee himself a quiet, pleasant, beneficial and remunerative 
practice, to be very alert, and quite punitive where unauthorized persons 
and uninformed per sons go on an all-out attack against him, against Scien¬ 
tology, against its organizations, or who illegally use or misuse Scientolo¬ 
gy- - , 

And all of Scientology holds such a member or auditor as their hope in 
smoothing out our communication lines. It is an entirely moral duty to be 
punitive again9t strangers and outsiders who would stop the progress of this 
civilization. 

It might be felt at times that by becoming posessed of a greater wisdom 
a greater freedom, an individual has to some degree separated himself from 
the human race. True enough he has separated himself from the more stu- 
pid elements of the human race, but it is not true that he has divorced him- 
‘ self from the foremost and fundamental drive of man. He has, quite the con¬ 
trary, come much closer to it and the truth of living by being in Scientology. 
When one has the feeling that he has become an outsider by becoming a Sci¬ 
entologist, he has the tendency not to use the civilization or its processes 
- themselves in carrying forward his course of existence. 

A member, or certified auditor, being himself a saner and more civi¬ 
lized person, and being closer to the actual goals of government and society, 
which are, of course, in any actually civilized land the betterment of that 
society, has more right to use the government and activity lines of a people 
than those who would do less by their fellows. In other words, a member 
of the HASI or a trained Scientologist has full and complete rights to utilize 
whatever governmental facilities, licensing agencies, institutions, courts, 
police, legislations, and communication lines of that society. A member or 
trained auditor confronted by disagreement from specialized interest finds 
himself confronted by people who would like a member or trained auditor to 
believe that they, not he, represent the legal side of the society. This is 
not true. 

The person with the purer intent represents the civilized side of the so¬ 
ciety, not the person who exists solely tor vested interest or personal gain. 
Remember that courts of law, officers of the iaw, institutions, regulations, 
legislatures, congresses, are more yours than they belong to your opponent. 
A Scientologist is no outlaw in a society, but is the catalyst of that society, 
and as such he may and should use every facility that society posesses to 
pull itself up to higher levels of beingness. In other words, if a Scientolo¬ 
gist finds somebody doing wrong in the field of healing, he has the full and 
complete right to use any and all police courts, legislation, to right that 
wrong. 

The HASI exists to hack up any such move made. Remember, the HASI 
does not exist to punish communication and action, but to further it. When 
it cuts communication lines it is not cutting any SCLENTOL.OGY communica¬ 
tion lines. 

America was civilized by a militant ministry, and when that ministry 
ceased to be militant we saw on every hand the decay and decline of civil 
government. We saw a rise of crime and a lowering of public morals. Civil 
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government is held by most churches in Western civilization to have been 
convened and authorized by a Divine Source; and that civil government only 
exists by reason of that source, and that civil government is only valid be¬ 
cause of Divine Source, and that the members of these congregations follow 
civil government only so long as it does not controvert any part of the words 
of Jesus Christ as declared in the New Testament. In other words, these 
churches conceive themselves to be a higher entity than civil government. 

We do not declare this for Scientology, only insofar as it is the custom of 
religious organizations, but we do declare that the Scientologist, having a 
purer intent, has a better right to the use of civil government processes 
than those who exist for more base purposes. 

Scientology exists to further and better the government of people, and 
believes in the principles of democracy, the Magna Carta, the Constitution 
,of the United States, and also the Bill of Rights. And it believes that civil 
■government should be dedicated to the government of the people, that it 
• should not exist for graft, that it should not be used by individuals for per¬ 
sonal enrichment, that its courts must be just and that its law must be for 
the greater good of the greater number of people. 

■-v. Scientology was selflessly created and composed. It would have been 
.■easy ;o have made millions or even billions from its creation. It would be 
easy for an auditor, by narrowing his processing to the rich, to maintain 
himself in affluence and luxury. Scientology could only have been conceived 
if one had no desire for personal gain or aggrandizement. The authorship 
of Scientology is publicly known solely because that was the only way Scien¬ 
tology could be protected in its formative years. It would best have been 
conceived from a complete obscurity, but the controls necessary for its 
proper practice and dissemination would not then have been possible. For 
every time it has been "turned loose" it has become enturbulated. 

The endless ages and a higher authority have continuously operated in 
the formulation and the purposes of Scientology. 

It is necessary for the HASI to release to its membership and its audi¬ 
tors all the information which is known. The reason for this lies in the fact 
that Western Civilization is becoming more and more enturbulated and its 
communication lines are being cut. A disastrous result could occur in an 
atomic war if the materials oi Scientology were not broadly held. Further¬ 
more, it would be dangerous for the materials of Scientology to be monopo¬ 
lized in one area. A Doctor of Scientology, holding the materials of Scien- 
.tology for the training of persons up to certified level may occasionally find 
it embarrassing to discover that one student or another has already examined 
all the materials. But it will not be embarrassing to that Doctor of Sciento¬ 
logy the moment he starts to actually train such a person into the uses of 
Scientology. For people have to be trained into Scientology. We have yet 
to find one person who was not so trained who was expert in it, and we have 
found only those persons who were long and arduously trained could obtain 
the results contained in it. 

9 HASI TO TRAINED SCIENTOLOGIST 


The professional auditor is given specific information of a highly tech¬ 
nical nature through the Professional Auditor's Bulletins, through the circu¬ 
lation of tapes, and on occasion by personal letter from the HASI. Addition¬ 
ally, auditors who have not been trained up to a level where they can achieve 
uniformly good results are given specialized training courses at reduced fees 
by Doctors of Scientology and by the HASI. 

Many data of organizational nature are circulated to trained Scientolo¬ 
gists which are not circulated to the general membership. 


10 HASI TO THE GENERAL PUBLIC 


It would be the rare occasion, no matter what the substance, for the 
HASI to release to the general public through the public presses and maga¬ 
zines of the country any information of any kind whatsoever about anything. 

The HASI in not a secret organization, and the materials it has to hand 
are not secret materials, but it nas been discovered in five years that the 
general level of the public press is such that it interviews with a pre-formed 
conclusion, and might as well have written the story before it did the inter¬ 
view. Several such interviews granted in the recent months have resulted 
in no story being written, for that was the way the reporter was handled.

He had come to write anything sensational or bad as ordered by his editor, 
and he found himself confrontmg programs and activities which he became 
afraid to slander. In such cases interviews were granted in order to stop 
stories, not to give them out. In all the thousands of articles published on 
Dianetics and Scientology, only three or four published in minor publica¬ 
tions gave anything like true rendition of the subjects or their activities. 

The stories were preconceived before interview. Therefore, all the inter¬ 
view could do was to convince the person he couldn't write the story he had • 
planned to write, and so that prevented him from writing any story at all. 

In other words, the moment a reporter discovered that lie could not 
write a bad story, he did not want to write any. story. And this applies to 
reporters who are "friendly", who promise faithfully all good intent and good 
press, and who have even been processed successfully. They wrote know¬ 
ingly inaccurate libel, whatever they said. 

‘ If this la EEe general intent of the public press, then it is our experi- 

V ence that interviews-are better forgotten, and that press releases should 
not be engaged upon, and that reporters should not be granted interviews, 
whatever they promise. Dianetics and Scientology would have made far 
more progress had there been no single word about them in the public 
presses. 

Newspapers, magazines, do not represent public opinion, and are not 
the formative agencies of the public. The only time they become formative 
agencies in public opinion is when they express something bad badly enough 3 

to completely blacken a person or an action. Then the piSslic will become 
alert and cease to have anything to do with that person or action. It could ;i 

be said about the modern press that if they were to know for certain that 
there existed newly discovered an immediate cure for every case of polio 
in the world, they would mention it somewhere inside the paper, in small i; 

print. But that if one doctor in examining one polio case made an error 
in its handling, then the incident would receive headlines. 

The motto of the press is "it is all bad over there". Although several •• 

commentators of international repute have, from time to time, given Dia¬ 
netics and Scientology and LRH a resounding pat on the back, these com¬ 
ments have been completely lost in an avalanche of misinformed and inac¬ 
curate material appearing in the press. 

Any auditor will find it so. The mere fact that somebody is trying to 
do something for the good of the society is sufficient to bring the modern 
..•'‘i. press down upon him, according to our experience. For example, the 

other day an auditor performed a miracle the Pope himself would have been 
proud to own. A child had died, was dead, had been pronounced dead by a 
doctor, and the auditor, by calling the thetan back and ordering him to take 
over the body again brought the child to life. The child had died because 
/■ it felt it was not wanted by its parents. 

The public presses knew about this--they did not care to remark upon 
it. In another place, not too long ago, a Scientologist who had been a Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace, used, when he opened up a practice, J.P. after his 
name, and there were four columns of critical and blasting print about 
that auditor and about Scientology. 

The public at large does not think this way. That is one of the reasons 
why newspapers today aren't being read to the degree that they were. Pro¬ 
bably only the funnypapers keep them being sold at all. 

The HASI is very alert to the fact that word of mouth, and actual Sci¬ 
entology publications, are the only accurate or decent dissemination Scien¬ 
tology or its organizations will receive within the general public. 

Scientology programs, then, are based solidly and entirely upon the 
production of results with Scientology upon people in the general public. 

If this policy is understood, then the actions of the HASI in handling situa¬ 
tions or organizations can be much better understood. i 

At this writing an HASI clinic in City "A" has been ciosed while an 
HASI representative conducts there refresher courses. It was not that the ■. 

clinic was entirely insolvent. It was barely breaking even. But it was no¬ 
ticed that the number of people coming to it was reducing week to week. 

Originally the clinic had been opened to demonstrate to the public by a ser¬ 
ies of solved cases that Scientology worked. Therefore an examination of 
cases was quietly undertaken by tne HASI and it was discovered that the i ; 

auditing being done in the City "A" clinic was not as good as it should have 
been. The immediate result of this, of course, was for the clinic to have 
fewer and fewer people calling. Therefore this was not acting as a public 
dissemination line and that was all it was there for. 

An able auditor of the HASI was immediately dispatched to improve the 
training in general in City "A" and to conduct specifically an arduous and 












exacting course of training on a few select auditors there. When these 
have been trained, graduated, and have had some experience, some of 
their number will be used in a reopened City "A" clinic. And these practi¬ 
cing in that clinic will send out into the public people who know that Scien¬ 
tology has gotten results upon them. 

The entire dependence of the HASI is upon good results in the public. 
Through an affiliated organization a test city operation was recently begun 
in the United States. Only one mailing, if a large one, was released to 
the public. Free processing was to be given every week end by this or¬ 
ganization. These free processing groups began immediately and syste¬ 
matically to grow, and the people who came to them stayed on and have re¬ 
mained week after week, more and more progressively in favor of Scien¬ 
tology, and more and more talking about it to their friends. Now this is 
true gain and this can be done in any city in the United States. 

The HASI, through its affiliated organizations in this test city, has be¬ 
gun a program of visitation whereby every institution of whatever kind in 
the city is being made into a "regular beat" for the ministers of this or¬ 
ganization. These persons are equipped with a small amount of literature 
and a very large amount of willingness to help. As they visit people in 
these institutions, these hospitals, these homes, the public at large will 
become more and more aware of Scientology. 

The policy on which the HASI operates is that it trains and equips mem 
ber9 and auditors, and provides them with the example of results and then 
assists them in going forth to produce results upon the public. The commu 
nication line of the HASI to the general public is one of result, and that is 
the only way we feel that Scientology will make progress. No other way 
produces any lasting result. 

Our policy then is to produce and assist auditors and to hold them se¬ 
cure in their professions, and to aid them in every possible way to go out 
into the society and produce results. 

Beyond the general message contained under sections one and two of 
this article, we do not expect ministers to preach about Scientology, we 
expect them to use Scientology. We expect them to secure with what they 
can do, congregations, and groups which are part of the affiliated organi¬ 
zations of the HASI, to support their endeavours by such groups and indi¬ 
vidual processing, and to process and give programs of public betterment 
to these groups, and to bring the more able members of these groups into 
higher technical understanding of Scientology, and so make out of them 
members or auditors of the HASI. And by thus creating more able people 
to give Scientology an excellent word of mouth communication line to the 
public at large. 

Visiting institutions, hospitals, schools, attending and becoming part 
of civic functions, by direct mailings, we assist our people to accumulate 
groups and congregations, and by thus accumulating such groups and con¬ 
gregations, and by processing, giving them a higher understanding, better 
health, to so reacn wider and wider into civilization. In announcing its 
policies to the general public through direct mailings and through its audi¬ 
tors, the HASI makes available such materials as those contained in this 
manual, except for this general communication plan, in the hope that a bet¬ 
ter civilization will result. 

Until Man has a clear, bold understanding of what Man is and has a 
Science of Humanity, we will continue to fight and punish and misgovern, 
and it will get worse than it is unless someoody takes some responsibility. 
Scientologists are taking that responsibility. We know this can be a better, 
saner world. 

It is not the purpose of the HASI or its affiliated organizations to over¬ 
throw or destroy by violence any group or government in the world. It is 
hoped by the HASI that a higher understanding will result in a higher and 
better civilization, which will not have to have recourse to violence and war 
for the settlement of its disputes. A civilization in which disease and in¬ 
sanity are viewed as sub-optimum rather than normal, and a civilization 
which holds that a civilized! man is one that is his soul and that a man who 
holds himself to be a body and to have no soul, an animal. 

In keeping with this program, the HASI issues books intended for use 
by the general public, and to interest them in the goals which Man, in the 
many ages past, has envisioned for Man. It is possible now. But not un¬ 
less we go about it in a sane and orderly fashion ourselves. That is the 
reason for our organizations and*communications plans.

NEW YORK - "Armed agents o f. the Food and Drug Administration 
raided St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York City early this week and con¬ 
fiscated bibles, holy water, consecrated wine and sacramental wafers. 

A spokesman for the FDA said that there was reason to believe that 
the water, wine and wafers did not meet the rigid standards of the Pure 
Food and Drug Act and that the bibles made claims regarding the "mir¬ 
aculous" healing of blindness, paralysis and leprosy.

"That is a news story which will take place shortly if the FDA con¬ 
tinues to have its way," said a spokesman for the Church of Scientology 
in New York recently. "And if anyone thinks it couldn't happen, our 
Church was the victim of exactly such an armed raid in Washington. 

Confessional materials and religious literature worth over $100, 000 were 
stolen by the FDA "goon squads" and we're still fighting in court to get 
them back," said Eric Barnes of the Scientology Church. 

"According to the FDA, wc are not permitted to practice our religion 
as we see fit and they have decided to 'save us from ourselves," he went 
on. "And judging from their legal statements, they have the power to 
bypass the Constitution, something even Congress can't do, if they fee! 
that a religious belief or practice doesn't measure up to their hidden standards." 

The Scientologists presently have suits pending against the FDA.

Are you a friend of yours ? 

Probably the most neglected friend you 
have is you. And yet every man, before he 
can be a true friend to the world, must first 
become a friend to himself. 

In this society, where aberration flourishes 
in the crowded cities and marts of business, 
few are the men who have not been subjected 
on every hand to a campaign to convince 
them that they are much less than they think 
they arc. 

You would attack anyone who said of your 
friends what is implied about you. It is time 
you fought for the best friend you will ever 
have - yourself. 

• The first move in striking up this friendship 
is to make an acquaintance with what you 
are and what you might become. ‘Know 
thyself!’ said the ancient Greek. Until 
recently it was not possible to make a very 
wide acquaintance. Little was known about 
human behaviour as a science. But atomic 
physics, in revealing new knowledge to Man, 
has also revealed the general characteristics 
of the energy of life and by that a great deal 
can be known which was not before suspected. 
You do not need to know atomic physics to 
know yourself, but you need to know something 
of the apparent goal of life in general and 
your own goals in particular. 

Just now let us talk about the general goal 
of all life. From whence did we come and 
whither arc we going? Knowing that, we 
can know something about the basic laws 
which motivate your own urges and 
behaviour. 

All problems are basically simple-once 
you know the fundamental answer. And this 
is no exception in life. For thousands of years 
men strove to discover the underlying drives 
of existence. And in an enlightened age when 
exploration of the universes had already- 
yielded enough secrets to give us IT-bombs, 
it became possible to explore for and find the 
fundamental law of life. What would von do 


if you had this fundamental law? How 
easily then, would you understand ail the 
puzzles, riddles and complexities of person- 
ality and behaviour. You could understand 
conjurors and ba.nk managers and coolies, 
kings, cats and coal-heavers. And more 
important, you could easily predict what 
they would do in any given circumstance and 
you would know what to expect from anyone 
without any guesswork - indeed with a 
security diabolical in its accuracy. 

‘In the Beginning was the Word’, but what 
was the Word ? What fundamental principle 
did it outline? What understanding would 
wc have if we knew it ? 

An ancient Persian king once made a great 
effort to know this Word. He tried to dis¬ 
cover it by having his sages boil down all the 
knowledge of the world.

I said "yes. 11 She asked if I had been there before and how I heard about 
the Church of Scientology, I stated, "through a friend." She then gave 
me a 24.0 question test booklet, and an answer sheet and asked me to take 
it. (American personality Analysis see Exhibit A) I then spent to next 
hour taking the test using the name Sd Macken, 3714 Jasmine, Miramar, 

Florida. While taking the test I attempted to answer most of the questions 
from the point of view of dejection and withdrawal and answered most of 
the questions as undecided. 

After taking the test I spent approximately one-half hour waiting during which 
time I noticed several papers on a bulletin board. These paper contained 
such news as the Church of Scientology and members' achievements in England, 
and advertisements for the Hubbard E Meter giving an address in England. 

On the same bulletin board was a chart giving the nine steps to becoming a 
"clear" of which the third step was taking a test. At the front of this 
room I observed a blank te3t pamphlet with questions referring to the 
Hubbard S Meter readings and spaces for answers. I observed the name at 
the top of this pamphlet as "Hacker." 

After inquiring as to when the movie vjuuld be shewn, I ua3 led several 
doors down the street to 3892 Biscayne Boulevard. I entered through a 
door marxed "Free Movie" and observed inside four people in groups of two. 

In one group a person was standing and shouting at the other to "stand up" 
and "sit down," while the person sitting was shouting "take the boox" and 
"thank you." Neither one paid any attention to the other. I was ied to 
a back room to see the movie and the shouting continued during the entire 
time. I entered the small room and as I sat down observed a chart on the 
wall, movie projector, screen, and a HubDard E Meter Mark I was then 
shown a two reel (black and white very old) film of an interview with L. 

Hon Hubbard explaining the philosophy of Scientology'-. Mr. Hubbard explained 
in the movie that Scientology is a philosophy which helps the individual by 
freeing the mind, and that psychology is not the answer. During the movie 
a hippy couple entered and later left early.

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We then proceeded hack to the corner building during which tine Dave asked 
me what I did. I 3tatea that I was a student, worked a little bit, mostly 
fooled around. He said, "very good," I asked Dave what the people in the 
other building were doing.and why they were shouting. He said that they 
were learning control. 

Dave then showed me the test results (exhibit A attached) and said that I 
tested out very bad, and asked why. I told him that I had a cold and dicin't 
feel very well. He stated that he didn't have a cold, why should IV And 
that through the teachings of Scientology I could be helped. He then showed 
me two test scores on one paper which showed one score on the left side like 
mine, and one scoring on the right side, and stated that this was the same 
girl after two weeics of taking the course. He added that "clears" test 
over on the right side, Dave stated that I should take a communications 
and personality course which la given on Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
between 7:30 and 9:30 p.m. at a cost of $15. He then directed me to 
another girl for enrollment. I made a down payment of $1. and stated 
that I may not be able to start the next week. I signed the enrollment 
papers as lid Macken. 


The next week I received literature in the mail from the Church of icientology 
(see Exhibit 3). 

Further follow-up at this time was terminated because it was learned that 
the host Office may be conducting an investigation.

This Interrogatory seeks inforoation which is not 
relevant to the subject natter of this action and which is 
also privileged. 

The E»Meter devices are being detained by the de¬ 
fendants under 21 U.S.C. 361(a) because they are devices 
which are subject to the Federal Food, Drug, and Coaraecic 
Act and they appear to be misbranded within the meaning of 
21 U.S.C. 332(f)(1) since their labeling fails to bear 
adequate directions for uae. [See Sttgarman v. Forbraad . 

267 ?. Sunp. 317, S23 £f. (N.D. Calif., 1967, appeal 
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pending, for a comprohnnaive discussion of the broad power 
vested in defendants Co refuse admission of taper ts which 
"appear” to be In violation of the Act.} 

A prior adjudication in the 0. S. District Court 
for the District of Columbia, after a jury trial, sustained 
the allegation of the Government that the K-Meter devices art 
misbranded; specif ic charges of ale brand lag related to falsa 
and misleading statements in the labeling In violation of 
21 U.S.C. 352(a), and failure of the labeling to baar ade¬ 
quate directions for use in violation of 21 U.S.C. 352(f)(1). 
(See defendants* answer to Interrogatory 4 and the Decree of 
Condemnation attached to the answers as Exhibit A. The 
District of Columbia case la pending on appeal (So. 21,483), 
and the appeal was argued on Bovember 5, 1968.]. 

Plaintiff concedes that these devices are ineffective 
for medical or therapeutic purposes. [Complaint, page 4, 
lines 4-6). Adequate directions for use, therefore, cannot 
be written for these devices for any medical or therapeutic 
purpose within the meaning of 21 U.S.C. 352(f)(1). In 
Albertv Pood Products v. U. S. . 194 F. 2d 463 (C.A. 9, 1952), 
the Court said at page 464: 

"In order for the labeling of a drug to 
bear ’adequate directions for use' within 
the meaning of 21 U.S.C. 352(f)(1) it must, 
among other things, state the purposes and 
conditions for which the drug was intended 
and sufficient Information to enable a layman 
to intelligently and safely attempt self 


abdication •' 
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See Also U. S. v. Ellis Research Laboratories. 300 F. 2d 
550, 552-553 (C.A. 7, 1962), cert. den. 370 O.S. 918. 

Plaintiff contends Unit the E-tor ter dtvlct "is used 
solely ss s confessloss1 aid between Che ministers of the 
Church and Its parishioners.” [Complaint, page 3, lines 2-' 
Thus plaintiff in reality maintains that the E-Meter is not 
subject to Che Federal Food, Drug, and Cosseti« Act because 
of an alleged religious use. At the sans tins, as we have 
already shown, plaintiff agrees that the device Is ineffec¬ 
tive for medical or therapeutic purposes so that it oust be 
misbranded under 21 (J.S.C. 352(f)(1), if it is subject to 
said Act. 

There is no Issue in this cess relating to injuria 
or danger to health. Defendants have made no such charges 
as s basis for detaining the devices. 

Thus it is totally irrelevant to the subject setter 
of this action whether anyone has sustained injury in any 
way through on of the E-totor. if the S-toter is subject 
to the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, it is misbrand* 
though no one has sustained injury. On the other hand. If 
the E-Meter is not subject to the Act, it is not misbranded 
though users may have sustained injury. 

It is a well-established principle that interroga¬ 
tories which seek information that is irrelevant to the 
subject matter of the action should not be allowed and 
should be stricken. As stated by Judge Crary in Hooker v. 


31 F.2.D. 120 (S.D. Calif., l?62), at page 12 
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"It would be reasonable to conclude that 
unless the discovery sought appears reasonably 
calculated to lead to discovery of admissible 
evidence, the interrogatories seeking the said 
Information would properly be subject to 
objection." 

See also Wirt* v. Wilts. 40 7.R.D. 507, 508 (S.D. 0kLa., 
1965); and 3ogaev v. Hurts. Appleton Co. . 18 F.a.D. 437, 438 
CE. D. Pa., 1955). 

Plaintiff's interrogatory is further objectionable 
because the information sought is confidential and privi¬ 
leged . If the Identity of persons who have complained about 
the E-Meter is revealed, such persons may be subjected to 
lawsuits or other harassment as we have pointed out in our 
document entitled "Defendants' Objections to Plaintiff's 
Interrogatory So. 11." 

It is a wall-recognised principle in applying the 
discovery rules that the Government's sources of information 
are protected by the "informer's privilege" so as to 
facilitate administration and enforcement of the law.

(C.A. 4, 1963); Mitchell v. Kona . 265 F. 2d 633, 635 (C.A. 3

The Office of the Director, Bureau of Medicine, has been informed of recent 
events that have occurred involving the Hubbard "S” Meter and the cult of 
Scientology. QMD has requested recosanendations and coordination with BBC. 

Additional data in the form of specific complaints is required; this can 
be from the AP Jackets and other official files retained by OGC and BRC. 

Before specific DM) recomnendat 1 on a are made we would like to meet with 
BRC and OGC personnel to coordinate our respective actions. 

It is our present contention that the use of the Hubbard "3" Meter in the 
"auditing" of individual Scientologists constitutes s crude and potentially 
dangerous form of psychoanalysis. Psychoanalysis dealing with the mind 
of man comprises techniques not acanenable to self-diagnosis or self-treatment. 
As such, the use of such techniques can hardly be considered to come within 
the category of lay individuals. It is rather considered to be in the realm 
of professionally qualified individuals licensed to practice such arts. 

We therefore believe that the use of the "E w Meter as a diagnostic tool, 
employed by untrained and relatively unskilled amateur psychoanaly3ists, 
constitutes the practice of medicine. Inasmuch as such individuals are 
not licensed to practice the medicine 0 * psychoanalysis, this i 3 a violation 
of law.

On or about 10-16-6$ Mr. Edward L. Romans, 1549 Gardenia, called this 
office to inquire if FDA had knowledge of the Church of Scientology and 
their use of the Hubbard E-Meter, lie also wanted to know what action 
FDA had taken against them. He was told by this inspector that the 
Dallas office had more knowledge and that he could write for and would 
receive any public information. The Dallas District office address was 
given to him at this time. 

On or about L0-23-6S Mrs. Edward (Beverly) Romans called this office. 

She said that her mother, Mrs. W. E. (Velma) Johansen, is in the Den 
Taub Hospital, Houston, Texas, for psychiatric care. She said that 
Mrs. Johanson had been attending the Church of Scientology regularly 
and had been treated with the Hubbard E-Meter, and that her family 
thought that Scientology had caused her mental breakdown. She said • 
that all of her family h 2 d taken courses at the Scientology Center and 
that they and other relatives and friends would be willing to help the 
Government in a case against the Church of Scientology. 

She indicated that her family is contemplating civil suit against the 
Church of Scientology as attempts to get city and other lav; enforcement 
agencies to take action have been futile. 

On 10-29-68 this inspector vent to the residence of w. E. Johanson to 
obtain addition-: 1 information. Mr. Johanson and his daughter, Mrs. Edward 
(loverly) oau-.r.n, furnished the information desired. Mr. Edward Romans 
was also present for a few minutes and answered some questions. 

Mrs. M. E. (Velma) Johanson entered the Ben Taub Hospital, Houston, Texas, 
■tor p sychiatr: t tare on 1C-17-6S, hr. Johanson stated that his wife is 
■'•7, 5'4", end weighs 125 its. He stated that prior to her interest in 
Ocientology she was a terfectly sane, normal wife and mother.

Mrs. Romans said Chat her family became'inheres ted in Scientology due to 
the efforts of her neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. E. C. (Buster and Dot) Cearly. 
They went to the Scientology Center on July 14, 1968, to hear their first 
lecture and to take the free personality test. Nr. Johanson stated that 
j the first persons in the family to attend the course included Mrs. Johanson, 

their 14-year old son, Eddie, and Mrs. Romans, their daughter. 

On 7-16-68 they returned to the center to obtain the results from their 
! personality tests and also paid $15 each to take the HAS (Hubbard Apprentice 

! Scientologist) Course, which included membership in the Church of 

I Scientology. Mrs. Romans stated that they then attended classes for the 

; next three weeks on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

j Mrs. Romans said that this course essentially is a public speaking course 

in that they learned to speak to people. 

' 

Mr. Johanson stated that he took the personality test and signed up for 
the I!AS Course on 7-29-6S. 

Hr. Johanson stated that at the beginning they were told that Scientology 
was not a religion and would not interfere with their family life. They 
were told that it was simply a self-improvement way of bettering their 
lives. ' 

During this time Mr. Johanson stated that other members of the family 
began taking the courses at the Scientology Center, which included 
s W. E. and Velma Johanson and son, Eddie; Edward and Eeverly Koreans, 

V. • daughter and son-in-lav? of Mr. Johanson; Mrs. Dorothy Romans, mother 

of Edward Romans; Truce and Joanne Taylor, daughter and son-in-lav? of 
Mr. Johanson; Jack and Marie Beil, Mr. Johanson's nephew; and Darnell 
Trabathen; brother of Mrs. Johanson.

In addition, Mrs. Romans stated that many of her neighbors and friends 
have or are active at the Scientology Center, 

Mrs. Romans stated that the next course taken was the HQ3 (Hubbard 
Qualified Scientologist), which cost $30.

Mr. Johanson scaled chat the family began auditing on August 15, 1968, and 
himself on August 17, 196S. Auditing is using the Hubbard E-Meter. . Mrs. 
Homans stated that she was placed on a chair holding a tin can in each 
hand. The cans are connected to the E-Meter by wires. The subject cannot 
see the dials on the meter. The auditor (the person who reads the dials 
and asks the questions) then asked her questions, Mr. Johanson said that 
the questions are quite personal, firs. Homans said that the questioning 
lasts up to an hour or two, She said that the auditor begins with word 
associations trying to find out words which are related to emotions, fears, 
and past experiences that you do not want to talk about. This is then 
brought un again and again until it is thoroughly discussed. Mrs. Homans 
'-.H • said that it was like confession of sins. Mr. Johanson said that these 

people could try to blackmail someone if they wanted to do so. 

Mrs. Romans said that this is supposedly to relieve the mind and is revealed 
on the E-Meter when this is done. She said that the auditor keeps asking 
if you have gotten a "release'’ yet. After the person says yes, he has to 
sign an affidavit chat he got a "release." This is then kept in their 
records at the center. 

After being audited a number of times', they were to begin "auditing." This 
involves a number of courses or levels that each person must attain before 
going to the next level. The first level is the "0" or "Sub-0" which involves 
three levels - recall, secondary, and Ingram. 

Mr. Johanson said that he paid in advance for the auditing courses - a total 
of $617.50 for himself plus 3142.50 for the "Sub-0’' auditing. 

He said that Mrs. Johanson started the "Sub-C" auditing but got it free 
because she worked at the center as a HAT body registrar. He said that 
Mrs. Johansen was at the center every day and night from October 1 thru 16 
seven days a week.. She started her "Sub-0" auditing on 9-23-68 and finished 
Grade IV on or about 10-10-60. 

Mrs. Romans said that her mother was also caking a great number of vitamins, 
especially Vita;-in E. Mrs. Homans explained that the center told them, to 
cake Vitamin g especially or. the days of auditing. She said that the 
Hallicay:; at the center told them that Vitamin E gives more oxygen in the 
body and thus provides for a better stimulation for tie E-Meter. Mrs. 

Homans also said that r. doctor told her chat Vitamin stimulates sexual 
; potency. Mrs. mars said that it was required to take i.t'min ?■ on the 
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She said that her mother was taking up to eight tablets of Vitamin E every 
day in addition to the other vitamins. 

Mrs. tomans stated that during September and October her mother lost interest 


in the family. She stated that she was no longer concerned with keeping the 
house clean or cooking their regularly scheduled meals. She stated that her 
mother stopped going to church and attending any other' functions other than 
going to the Scientology Center. 

Mrs. Romans stated that on two or three occasions her mother came home from 
the center complaining of shortness of breath. Mr. Johanson stated that 
during the first two weeks of October his wife did not sleep well, did not 
eat hardly anything except to take her vitamin pills, and had once asked 
him for a divorce. Re said that she also thought that she was a god from 
the indoctrination she received at the center, that she confused the Eible 
with Scientology, substituting words of the Eible with those of the 
Scientology Center. 

On Wednesday, Cctober 16, 1968,'Hr. Johanson stated that his wife came 
home in the morning and said that she had died at the center. He explained 
that she had fainted. Later he said that she had spoken of committing 
suicide while in the garage washing clothes the same morning but had stopped 
because of a sign on the wall reading "Stop." Mrs. Romans explained that 
her brother had STF (motor oil) stickers on the wall and that her mother 
interpreted these as "Stop, change life, and start Scientology." She 
explained that this was one of the sayings at the Scientology Center. 

Mrs. Romans said that on Tuesday, October 15, 1968, her mother had told 
her that she was a god and that she was going to Los Angeles, California, 
to the Org Center for "power processing." Then she would have the power 
to heal "touch assist." 

On Thursday, 10-17-65, the family had finally decided to take Mrs. Johanson 
to the Ten Taub Hospital for psychiatric care. Mr. Johanson stated that 
they had been trying to cake his wife to the hospital ail that week but 
she refused to do sc. He said that they decided to trick her into going 
by saying that hr. Johanson had hurt his leg in an automobile accident. 

when Mrs. Johanson did not show up at the center on Thursday, Mrs. Kalliday 
called and wanted to bring her to the car.ter for good. Mr. Johanson said 
that lie told Mrs. Ha 11 id ay that he had been in an accident anu was going 
to the hospital, Ra said that she 'wanted to give him "touch assist" over 
the telephone but that he refused to talk to her any longer and also refused 
to go to the center for the "touch assist" healing. 
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Ke said that before they could leave Mrs. Halliday came charging into the 
house demanding to see Mrs, Johanson. Mr. Joh-anson said that Mrs. Johanson 
was in the garage washing clothes and that they tried to get Mrs. Halliday 
to leave before she car.e back into the house. Mrs. Romans said that Mrs. 
Halliday refused .to leave until.she had talked to Mrs. Johanson. Mr. 
Johanson stated that by then he was quite upset and hit her with his fist 
knocking her down. Mrs. Romans said that Mrs. Halliday still did not want 
to leave and they had to drag her by the arm out the front door. 

Mr. Johanson said that Mrs, Halliday then sat in her car on the street 
outside the house for an hour before she finally left and they could take 
Mrs. Johanson to the hospital. 

Both Mr. Johanson and Mrs. Romans said that they got no benefit from the 
center'. Mr. Johanson said that he quit the center around September 15, . 
1968, and that he had finished Level IV. Mrs. Romans said that she quit 
around September 3, 1966, after finishing the "Sub-0" level. 

On 10-29-68 a visit was made to the Ben Taub Hospital Psychiatric Clinic 
and Dr, Walter J. DeFoy, a resident psychiatrist, was interviewed. 

Dr. DeFoy said that he had been treating Mrs. Johanson since her arrival. 

He said that Mrs. Johanson is acutely psychotic, that she is presently 
under a religious delusion that she is a god. His prognosis is that she 
is a paranoid schizophrenic. He stated that she may have been schizophrenic 
most of her life. 

Ke said that Mrs. Johanson told him of over thirty operations - many of 
which were exploratory - in which she was complaining of pain etc. 

Dr. DeFoy said that she was extremely manic and that in the past she has 
gone off on tangents for days at a time, such as sewing constantly, 
reading the lisle, eta'. 

Dr. DeFoy said that her family - both immediate and on her side - 
nervous. Cr, the 17 th of October when Mr. and Mrs. Johanson were c 
the clinic, Mr, LeF.r.y was not sure whether it was Mr. Johanson or 
Johanson who should :.e admitted because Mr. Job.an. son was so upset. 

s. Johanson haw two brothers, one of which committed 
t after Hot Id V.’ar 7.7., and the other has had three 
cr. admitted to the State Psychiatric Hospital in 
a, and has been treated with shock treatment,;. 
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He said Chat this case has been selected for presentation before the Texas 
Medical Center panel and has been covered extensively by the Department. 

Dr. DeFoy said chat he did not believe that the E-heter or the Scientology 
Center had caused her problems. He believes that this Scientology kick was 
something to replace another mania which she might have entered into other¬ 
wise. He said chat she is presently being treated with Thorazine and that 
E.C.T. is being considered. 

Dr. DeFoy said that he has not heard of any other similar injuries to this 
one. He said that he was being transferred and that another resident would 
be in charge of this case. 

On 10-31-68 a visit was made to the office of John K, Harland, M.D., 330 
V.. 20th Street, Houston, Texas. Dr. Harland said that he was quite surprised 
when Firs.- Johanson was taken to the hospital. He was not aware of the - 
Scientology incerest except that she had not been in his office as much 
recently. 

Dr. Harland said that he thought that he was the family physician and 
stated thac.Krs, Johanson has only been in his office six times this year. 

He said that this is strange because she usually comes into his office at 
a "drop of a hat." 

Dr. Harland said that her first visit was in 1961 and that she has 
periodically suffered from respiratory problems. She has been treated 
for a virus, gastrointestinal trouble, and nausea. He stated that one 
cine he put her on a liquid diet, and that the has had arthritis in the 
right elbow. Dr. Harland said that he has prescribed antibiotics and 
antihistamines to her at various times.. In Hay 1967 she was to take a 
low dose of calium three times daily but she only took this periodically. 

Cr, Harland said that the only vitamins prescribed was some Vitamin Ep 
Supplement in conjunction with her normal diet which he said might not 
be enough for her. 

Dr. Harland raid that Mrs. Johanson is psychoneurotic and is anxious and 
tense most of the time. He said that the background that she supplied 
his office only included four operations. 

Dr. Harland said that Hrs. Johanson recently quit work and stopped smoking 
around the :eplaning of the year, and he was unite pleased, with this because 
of her respiratory pro's ions . 
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Dr. Harland said that he thinks that she probably sees other doctors besides 
him but does not know for sure. He also said that both daughters of Mrs. 
Johanson are extremely nervous and have had marital problems in the past. 

On 11-14-68 Mrs. L. Levy, Social Worker, Ben Taub Hospital Fsychiatric Clinic 
was interviewed. She said that apparently Mrs. Johanson has always been 
neurotic as Mr, Johanson plans on a monthly drug bill of around $75.00 for 

her. She said that this is evidently one reason why the family had become 

interested in Scientology and why Mr. Johanson had allowed the family to 
spend as much money as they had at the center. 

Mrs. Levy said that evidently the family has been very strict in the past 
and that there has been family trouble, and from her discussion v?ith Mrs. 
Johanson, the doctors, and the family, she has concluded that the Scientology 
interest has merely precipitated that which was there and not caused it. 

Other information regarding the Scientology Center was also obtained from 
Mr. Johanson and Mrs. Romans. Mrs. Romans said that the center tells 

people attending the center to stop taking all medicines and that they use 

"touch assist" to cure physical illness. 

Scientology tells then not to talk to any new source, investigator, police, 
doctors, government people, and expecially U. S. Food and Drug inspectors. 

Mr. Johanson said that since his wife has been in the hospital they have 
received phone calls from people demanding to talk to her and to know 
where she is. 

He said that he thinks the center is trying to get her to stay at the 
center in order to get what money they do have at the present. 

Mr. Johanson said that he has spent over $2,000 at the center and showed 
this inspector several cancelled checks. It should be noted that two of 
the checks were deposited in a Switzerland bank account. 

Mr. Johanson said that he is going to try to get his money back somehow 
and that he ic trying to bring pressure against the center so that other 
people will not be taken like he was. 

Mr. Johanson said that he- would use physical force if needed. This 
inspector and Mrs. Toners told him that he should not think of using force 
and that he should let the law enforcement agencies do their job. 
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Hr. Johanson stated that he and his daughter have contacted all of the 
county agencies including the City District Attorney but that they are 
either unwilling or unable to do a thing. He aske'd if the non-profit 
status of the clinic should be checked into since two of his checks were 
deposited into a Swiss bank and that they are satisfied that this is not 
a non-profit organization. This inspector told him that the IAS might be 
interested in this and that he could contact them if he wanted to. 


Mrs. Homans stated that she knew of three E-Meters in the Sciencology 
Center and that there might be bore. She said that they are used both 
in the house and in a garage-type building in back of the house. Mrs. 
Romans stated that everyone active at the center uses the E-Meter as they 
are required to be '’released 1 ' in each of their sessions. She said that 
once you become an "auditor" you have to have to have an E-Meter in order 
to "Audit" other people. ...

Both said that they knew none of the above people would cooperate as they 
were definitely'anti-FDA and that none of their relatives were auditors 
and, therefore, did no: have the E-MeLevs. 
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Mr'. Johanson said that most of the E-Heters used an electrical plug-in 
but that he had not seen a cord on a couple of machines and,'therefore, 
concludes that they may have been battery powered. He said that he could 
not feel any electrical current, Mrs. Romans said that she got a definite 
tingle in her arms. Mr. Johanson said that he could not feel a thing 
while holding the c.-.r.s. 

After a meter session Mrs. Romans said that other people at the center 
always complimented the individual on how well he'or she looked, how the 
eyes were so clear, sparkling,.etc. 

Both said that the owners of the E-Meter also audited people in their ov?n 
homes besides at the center. 

Both stated that no medical claims were ever made to them for the E-Meter 
Other than to enrich and improve their lives. 

Mrs. Romans said that the Cearleys were talking of having their own franchise 
in their home. She stated that they had a supply of tape recordings and 
printed material already in their home. 

Mrs. Romans said that her mother had. been taking a large amount of vitamins 
under the center's direction. The vitamins included calcium, Ep, C, E, A, 
and protein. She said that her mother was taking eight times as much 
Vitamin E as she should and would frequently take a bunch of capsules 
several times daily. She said that her mother obtained the vitamins from 
the Health Food Store, Shepherd Plaza, 11th and Shepherd, Houston, Texas, 

The vitamins found in the home of Mr. Johanson are as follows:

Mr. Johnnson said that his wife felt so strongly about Scientology that 
she called her brother', Darnell Trabat’nen, and told him to come to Houston 
and be cured. He explained that Mr. Trabathen, 3S’years old, has suffered 
three nervous breakdowns and has been treated with shock treatments at the 
State Hospital, Raleigh, North Carolina. Mr. Johanson stated that Mr. 
Trabathen attended the Scientology Center and was audited with the E-Meter 
several times. He returned to Raleigh after Mrs. Johanson entered the 
hospital. 

Mrs. Romans furnished other information which does not appear to be of 
FDA interest: the Scientology Church has ships and intends to take over 
the world; England has kicked L. Ron Hubbard, the found of Sceintology, 
out cf the country; that England will not give "work permits" to any 
aliens who enter the country to study Sceintology; the Scientologists 
believe their mines can leave their bodies and take over others, or can 
visit other places; and that they can communicate with each other through 
electrical wires and systems; etc. 

Mr. Johanson stated that the Scientology Center normally has a firm where 
individuals may work to pay for their Scientology courses, be said that 
this firm, in Houston is ICR. 

It was pointed out to Mr. Johanson end Mrs. romans that the interest oc 
the Food and '.'-mg Administration lies in the E-Meter, literature, and 
possibly the vitamins. It was explained to them that our investigation 
a.id results would not : e available to then. Roth of them stated that 
they understood indicated th-t they would he' p the Government in any 
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On 11-15-68 Mr. Johanson again stated that they are contemplating a civil 
suit against the Scientology Center. On this date Hr. Johanson said that 
his wife is much better, that she had come home over the weekend of 
11-9 & 10-68, ar.d that she would be home the next weekend, 11-16 £< 17-68. 
Mr. Johanson stated that she may be released from the hospital on 11-19-68 

During the investigation Mrs. Levy, mentioned above, stated that Mrs. 
Johanson had responded well to the thorazine and this inspector does not 
believe that she received the shock treatments. 


SUMMA RY: 

On 10-17-68 Mrs. V. E. (Velma) Johanson was committed by her family to the 
psychiatric clinic or Een Taub Hospital for treatment. The family feels 
that the Scientology Center of Houston is responsible for her mental break-' 
down. The members of this family, a total of eleven people, attended the 
Scientology Center between July 14 and October 17, 1968, and took various 
courses. 

These courses included many hours of auditing on the Hubbard E-Meter of 
which the only claims made were to increase the individual's peace of mind, 
etc. This appears to be a form of psychoanalysis by unqualified people. 

The center apparently tries to get individuals to sever their family life, 
unless the family also joins the center, and to spend their time and money 
at and for Scientology. 

Mrs. Johanson, 47 years old, 5'4”, 125 lfcs., apparently was paranoiac prior 
to her interest in Scientology, and her family has a background of mental 
problems. 

The family knew of three different E-Meters at the center and said that 
other individuals listed above would have the device as they were qualified 
by the Scientology Center to audit people. 

The center demands that Vitamin F. be taken in addition to other vitamins, 
and that the people stop taking all drugs and seeing their medical physicians 
It also tries cs instill a fear of any news media and law enforcement 
agcncic s. 

list of vitamins giten to Mrs. Johanson by Mrs. F.ld-n Eiger (attached as 
Exhibit 6) indicates one or two capsules of 25,000 International Units per 
day. Since she had tapsules of 50,080 International Units of Vitamin A 
sue may have ceen caking 100,000 International Units of Vitamin A per day 
or more. 
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It should be noted that all books sold by the center contain the statement; 
"The E-Meter is r.oc intended or effective for the diagnosis, treatment, or 
prevention of any disease." This sticker is placed on the inside cover of 
each booklet sold by the center. 

During this investigation Hr. Johanson furnished this inspector with various 
letters, pamphlets, and other information regarding Scientology. Other 
information was collected and attached to this report as Exhibits 1-41.
